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THE SENATE AGAIN MEETS 


HXECUTIVE BUSINESS AND A QUES- 
TION OF PRIVILEGE. 

A LARGE NUMBER OF MINOR APPOINTMENTS 
CONFIRMED—SENATOR SHERMAN AND 
THE TREASURY INVESTIGATIOX—HIS 
RESOLUTION CALLING FOR THE REPORT 
ADCPTED. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The open session 
6f the Senate continued only three-quarters of 
an hour to-day, and an adjournment was 
reacked after an executive session of the same 
length, during which many Army and other 
nominations, none of them of much impor- 
tance, were confirmed. The feature of the 
open session was a short debate in rela- 
tion to the publication of the report 
made to Secretary Windom by certain subor- 
dinate officers, who made an investigation 
concerning the disposition of the Treasury De- 
partment’s contingent fund. This report has 
never been made public, but scraps of the tes- 
timony on which it was based have got out. 
The removal of Custodian Pitney, by abolish- 
ing his office, and the restitution made by local 
merchants, have given rise to much gossip, 
and it has been asserted that the testimony 
proved the existence of a ring in the depart- 
ment. In some published statements concern- 
ing the investigation it was asserted that 


the discoveries made by the investigators were 
discreditable to Secretary Windom’s predeces- 
sor, Senator Sherman. A resolution was of- 
fered in the Senate a few days ago by that 
Benator, calling upon Secretary Windom for 
the report ‘‘and forany papers received by 
him based upon such report.’ It is believed 
that this last clause refers toa reply or re- 
plies made by certain subordinate officers of 
the department to statements made in the re- 
port. 

Mr. Sherman again called for the passage of 
his resolution to-day, and declared that n- ws- 
papers had intimated that there was something 
in the report which might injure him. It was 
his right and the duty of his colleagues, under 
the circumstances, to call forthe report. His 
personal integrity having been impugned he de- 
sired to have the question settled by an in- 
vestigation of the facts. Mr. Farley, 
of California, suggested that with the report 
should come the testimony upon which it was 
based, and moved an amendment to that 
effect. Mr. Sherman energetically opposed 
this amendment, saying that the testimony, 
not having been taken under oath and consist- 
Ing partly of rumors, partly of written 
statements, and partly of affidavits, 
was not of such a charaeter that it 
pught to be made public by the Senate. 
If the Senate should see in the report 
anything that should be investigated, he 
would be willing that a committee should 
make an inquiry, but he trusted that the Sen- 
ate would not sanction the publication of 
mere scandal and ex parte statements. Mr. 
Morrill held that it would be beneath the digni- 
ty of the Senate to take the course suggested 
by Mr. Farley, and supported Mr. Sherman. 
Mr. Dawes took the same ground. Thereupon 
Mr. Farley’s amendment was rejected by a 
strict party vote of 23 to 21, Mr. Davis, of 
Illinois, voting with the Republicans. 

The struggle was renewed by Mr. Garland, 
who suggested that the resolution should also 
call for any papers on which the report was 
founded. He remarked that the wording of 
Senator Sherman’s resolution seemed to imply 
that the report had been so far made public as 
to call out replies. Mr. Sherman responded 
that if any person bad been accused in 
the report he presumed that Secretary 
Windom had given that person a chance to 
reply. He opposed Mr. Garland’s suggestion, 
Baying that it would be unjust to publish 
BRRonymous letters or newspaper articles which 
might have caused the investigation. He 
would not object to an investigation by a Sen- 
ate committee. Mr. Garland then withdrew 
his suggestion, and the Sherman resolution 
was passed, 

Before the beginning of the executive ses- 
gion, the protest against the admission of Mr. 
Miller and Mr. Lapham, made by certain 
members of the New-York Legislature, was 

resented by Mr. McPhersor and referred to 
he Committee on Privileges and Elections. 

It is understood that Custodian Pitney, who 
was removed from office as aresult of the 
Treasury Department investigation, desires to 
make a statement in relation to the matters 
which were the subject of inquiry.

GOSSIP ABOUT THE CABINET. 

Wasuincton, Oct. 21.—It is probable 
that the names of those members of the new 
Cabinet whom the President has decided to 
nominate at this session of the Senate will not 
be sent to the Senate until Monday, although 
they may be presented to-morrow.

pd to-night om good authority that Secretary 
Blaine will continue in office until Dec. 1, and 
that only two places will be filled by nomina- 
tions at this session—those of Mr. MacVeagh 
and Mr. Windom. The impression prevails 
that the new Secretary of the Treasury will 
be either Judge Folger or ex-Gov. Morgan, of 
New-York, although it is also said that the 
jatter has declined the position. 

The “tar to-night saysit is a known fact that 
the President has been considering Gen. Long- 
street’s qualifications and the advisability of 
his appointment either as Secretary of War or 
Secretary of the Navy. A gentleman who is 
a friend of President Arthur and also of Gen. 
Longstreet said to a reporter to-day that he 
was convinced Gen. Longstreet would be a 
member of the new Cabinet. In his opinion 
be would have the Navy portfolio.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WasHINGTON, Oct. 21, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
Aoemption to-day amounted to $292,000. 

Gen. Grant arrived here to-night and went 
to the residence of Gen. Beale.

previous to the election of United States Sena- 
tor in Minnesota, whieh occurs om Tuesday 
next. 


Judge Tyner had a protracted interview 
with President Arthur this afternoon in rela- 


tion to his retirement from the office of First 
Assistant Postmaster-General. No conclusion 
was reached and the interview will be renewed 
to-morrow, Judge Tyner was reticent to- 
right concerning what occurred during the in- 
terview, remarking that he could not properly 
talk about it until the matter was settled. He 
stated, however, that he had not yet tendered 
his resignation. 

In the Supreme Court of the Distriet Judge 
Cox rendered his decision this morning upon 


the application of George Scoville, counsel for 
Guiteau, foran order allowing fees and ex- 

enses Of defendant’s witnesses. The Judge 

eld that it was ciearly in the discretion of the 
court to allow expenses fora reasonable num- 
ber of witnesses, Lo be paid in the same man- 
ner as Government witnesses are paid; and 
stated that *.o would decide in chambers as to 
the number of winesses to be thus allowed. 
Upon the question of the assignment of counsel 
to assist in the defense, Judge Cox stated that 
he would defer the matter until*he had con- 
sulted with Mr. Scoville. 


Judge Beebe, Judge Silliman, and other gen- 
tlemen from New-York, arrived here to-day 


to argue a case before the Secretary of the 
Treasurw wolating toa remission of penalties 
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on account of Marine Hospital taxes. Upon 
reconsideration, however, they have asked that 
argument be postponed until the first week in 
November. It appears that these penalties 
were assessed against the New-York ferry 
companies for failure to keep the time book 
required by law to be kept on board. 

The Grand Jury to-day found an indictment 
against Capt. H. W. Howgate, charging him 
with embezzling over $90,000 from the Govern- 
ment. Capt. Howgate, not appearing when 
called for, his bond of $40,000 was forfeited, 
Subsequently Capt. Howgate’s counsel called 
the attention of the court to the fact that 
Howgate’s bond was given to abide the judg- 
ment of the court, not the action of the Grand 
Jury. Justice Cox examined the bond, and 
found this fact to be as stated, and he directed 
the execution of a warrant for Howgate’s ar- 
rest to be suspended, and ordered the for- 
feiture of the bond to beset aside. This leaves 
Capt. Howgate at liberty on the original bond. 


The total amount of the subscriptions re- 
ceived by Treasurer Gilfillan on account of 


the Garfield Memorial Hospita) is $318. The 
subscriptions are from Maine, Connecticut, 
the District of Columbia and Ohio. A joint 
meeting of the Committee on Ways and 
Means and the Committee on Finance of the 
enterprise was held lastnight. It was resolved 
that an appeal should be prepared by the 
Secretary of State and sent to the clergy of all 
towns and cities of 10,000 inhabitants or 
more, requesting them to present the subject 
to their congregations. It was also decided to 
make an effort to enlist the Masons, Odd-fel- 
lows, and members of other charitable orders 
in the enterprise. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing has submitted his annual report. The 
tables accompanying it show that there were 


completed and delivered notes and securities 
to the value of $1,458,708,970, besides $684,459, - 
615 in Internal Revenue and Customs stamps; 
682,339 sheets of checks, drafts, &c., and a 
large amount of miscellaneous work. The ag- 
gregate expenditure was $901,188 78. Of the 
amount of securities delivered, $1,140,438,500 
were new registered bonds for continuance at 
31g per cent. This work was not anticipated 
when the estimate for the year was made and 
submitted, and the engraving and printing in- 
cidental to the final measures for the refund- 
ing of the national debt were thus accom- 
plishecé without other than the regular ex- 
penditure for the operation of the bureau. In 
Oetober, 1880, the printing of the documentary 
and proprietary stamps was transferred to the 
bureau, and it now executes all the work of 
engraving and plate-printing required for the 
Treasury Department. 


Secretary Windom’s degision relative to the 
acceptance for redemption of the remainder of 
the bonds embraced in the one hundred and 


fifth call appears to have become known to 
certain persons very soon after the Secretary 
reached the conclusion that it would be the 
proper thing todo. Itis understood that the 
persons who were advised of the Secretary’s 
intentions were brokers, and based their opera- 
tions upon the knowledge obtained, which gave 
them considerable advantage over other deal- 
ers. It is certain that a few speculators in this 
city were apprised of the Secretary’s intention 
previous to its being made public. When 
Secretary Windom’s attention was called 
to this, he expressed great astonishment, and 
until proofs were presented that the statement 
was correct he could scarcely believe it. The 
Secretary is now satisfied that the news leaked 
out prematurely, and the matter is being 
quietly investigated. The announcement only 
passed through the hands of a few persons, 
and there is no doubt that the person giving 
the information will be readily identified. 


From the report of the First Assistant Post- 
master-General for the last fiscal year it ap- 
pears that there were on the 30th of June last 


44,512 Post Offices in the United States. The 
iferease during the year was 1,500. The 
mumber established was 2,915, and the 
number discontinued 1,415. The num- 
ber of Presidential Post Offices on 
June 80 was 1,863, an increase of 103. The 
State of Pennsylvania, according to the re- 
port, had the largest number of Post Offices, 
namely, 3,505. Arkansas heads the list of 
newly established offices with 155. Texas 
had the largest number discontinued 
—127—and Tennessee the largest § actu- 
al increase in Post Offices—119. Nevada 
was the only State in which there was a de- 
crease, and it amounts only to three offices. 
New-York has 192 Presidential offices, a larger 
number than any other State. Pennsylvania 
had the largest increase in Presidential offices — 
11. The total number of money order offices 
on June 30 was 5,109, Illinois heading the list 
with 480.

STEAM-BOAT INSPECTION. 

ARNUAL REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR-GEN- 

ERAL-—IMPROVEMENT IN THE SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—One of the most im- 
portant features of Gen. Dumort’s annual report, 
as Supervising Inspector-General of Steam Vessels, 
will be a recommendation that the tax now im- 
posed on steam-boat officers be reduced. On this 
subject Gen. Dumont will say: ‘The increasing 
accumulation of funds each year. in excess of the 
needs of the service (this year alone the surplus 
reaches $88,971 95) induces me to call atten- 
tion again to the legal injustice perpetrated 
upon licensed officers of steam vessels by 
exacting from them a tax upon their professional 
knowledge unwarranted by the necessities of the 
case. The average tax collected per capita from 


them is about $7 50, which the above surplus shows 
to be $5 20 per capita in excess of the needs of the 
service. The aggregate surplus now lying idle inthe 
Treasury, unnecessarily collected from the same 
source, amounts to $649,320 35, a sum sufi- 
cient to supply the deficiency (about $41,- 
000) for 15 years if the tax should be 
reduced to a nominal sum sufficient to pay the ex- 
pense of preparing the licenses, which would prob- 
ably not exceed 50 cents for each license per an- 
num. The salaries of these officers, remembering 
that in the North and North-west navigation is 
closed several months in the year, and in the South- 
west much time is lost by low water, will not av- 
erage over $750 per annum; yet to earn this paltry 
sum they are taxed to the extent of 1 per 
cent. on their annual earnings, which tax 
must be puld for the year before they have 
earned a penny of it; and it is frequently the case 
that the money used for that purpose ts either bor- 
rowed from others, or taken from funds actually 
needed to yo 4 the necessaries of life for their 
families, for which they, in many cases, suffer until 
wages can be earned and collected. The tax is 
unjust, and except perhaps in time of war, 
which was the case when it was first 
exacted, unwarranted. To perpetuate it 17 
years afterward is hardly less than a crime, 
and must be so looked upon by all who consider the 
subject fairiy. Besides, no other class of citizens 
of the United States are, at the present time, sub- 
jected to an income tax for any purpose. Such a 
tax is odious at anytime and for any purpose. 
What must be thought of it when exacted of poor 
men, for the privilege ef earning what in the case 
of many of these officers isat best but ascanty 
subsistence? I trust that Congress, when it meets, 
will give this subject its immediate attention, and 
it is racommended that section 4,458, Revised Stat- 
utes, be amended by striking out all the 
words after the word -“‘cents’” in the 
eigbth line, to and including the word *‘ dollars” at 
the ond of the twelfth line, and substituting for the 
words so stricken out the following, viz.: ** Each 
master, engineer, pilot, and mate, licensed as here- 
in provided, shal! pay for every certificate granted 
by any Inspector the sum of 50 cents." As the 
present year ends a decade since the creation of 


the office of the Supervising Inspector-General, the 
following comparative statement referring thereto 
may be deemed interesting:

“ The foregoing recaptulation shows the fact that 
while the amount of work performed during the 
second five years, as indicated in the increased 
number of vessels inspected, has been 14 per cent. 
than in the first five years, the contingent ex- 
penses have decreased 27 per cent. below 
what. they were when the smaller number of 
vessels was inspected; also, while the number of 
passengers carried on steamers bas increased 59 
per cent., the loss of life has been reduced 29 per 
cent. Notwithstanding the above flattering ex- 
hibit, there is no deubt that it might be made much 
better by a proper reorganization of the service.”

TROUBLES OF GUITEAU’S COUNSEL 
A LETTER FROM DR. MACDONALD AND MR, 
SCOVILLE’S REPLY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The following let- 
ters are furnished by Guiteau’s counsel, Mr. Sco- 
ville, as specimens of a large part of his cerre- 
spondence, and as illustrations of the difficulties 
with which he has to contend in preparing the pris- 
oner’s defense. The first is from Dr, A. E. MacDon- 
ald, Medical Superintendent of the New-York City 
Asylum for the Insane on Ward's Island:

New-York, Oct. 18. 
My Dear Sir: Iwas surprised to find my name 
given in your affidavit in the Guiteau case as that 
of one of the expert witnesses by whom you ex- 
pected to prove the insanity of your client, and for 
money to defray whose expentes you made appli- 
cation. As I have had no communication with you, 
directly or indirectly, I am at a loss to 
understand this use of my name, and shall 
be much obliged if you will do me the favor of in- 
forming me what led toit. I trust, also, that you 
will see the propriety of correcting, in some way, 
the mistaken inference that would naturally be 
drawn from the connection in which my name ap- 
peared, that I had been consulted upor the subject 
and had given an opinion favoring the theory of

The second letter is Mr. Scoville’s reply, written 
to-day, as follows: 


Dear Sir: Upon thinking over the substance of 
your letter of the 18th inst., [have concluded that 
perhaps further explanations are due to you than 
were contained in my answer of yesterday. I 
came ‘nto this case only a few days ago, without 
knowledge of a single person in the East whom 
I might call as an expert on insanity. I was 
driven to take a position and indicate a de- 
fense, giving names of witnesses. Firmly 
believing myself inthe insanity of the prisoner, I 
determined, if necessary, to act upon the pre- 
sumption that any competent expert in such cases, 
upon full investigation, would sustain my posi- 
tion. Unknown persons, entire strangers to 
me without exception, desiring that a full 
and fair trial should be had upon this ques- 
tion, have written me several letters suggesting 
names of experts. Such a letter was received by 
me, signed ** A Friend,’’ dated Sept. 30, suggesting 
the names of yourself and Dr. Fitch, with the as- 
surance that ‘they would not hurt my case any.” 
Your letter states that I have asked for money te 
pay such expenses. It is true that I have made 
application to one individual, whose high position 
and reputed wealth led me to hepe that he would 
aid me. No answer hasbeen received to that letter 
nor have I received a dollar from any source. If I 
had the means to pay you or any expert, I would 
ask attendance in Washington before the trial and 
a careful investigation of the case. Due prepara- 
tion for the trial on my part can only be made in 
that manner. But as I have not money to pay 
for such services, the only course open 
to me is to summon the _ best experts 
Ican hear of at a venture, and under the law re- 
quire their attendance on the trial until all the facts 
are developed, and then depend upon their con- 
scientious regard for truth and justice to state 
their convictions, uninfluenced by popular clamor. 
No one cau regret more thanI dothe necessity of 
troubling youin this matter.

Thomas Ward was instant- 
ly killed; John Ward, his brother, was fatally in- 
jured, and Timothy Whittle and Miles Keeler were 
seriously injured.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR ON THE 
IRISH AGITATORS. 
DISCUSSIKG THE WISDOM OF SEIZING THE 
LEAGUE NEWSPAPERS—MORE ARRESTS 
—VISITS TO THE PRISONERS PROHIBITED 

-—-DISORDERS IN BOYLE. 

Dustin, Oct. 21.—It is reported that the 
Executive will soon seize the offices of the 
United Ireland, organof the Land League, 
which advise hoiders of Bank of Ireland notes 
to demand gold, in order to create a run upon 
the bank. 

lt is stated that Mr. Parnell will be removed 
to one of the country prisons. Visits to Messrs. 
Parnell, O’Kelly, Dillon, Sexton, Brennan, 
and Kettle, are prohibited for one week. 

The immediate cause of the arrest of William 
Dorris, who was in charge of the Land League 
office, was a secret circular advising tenants 


throughout the country to give bills of sale on 
their property to tradesmen, in order to pre- 
vent landlords from seizing it for rent, 

Dr. Kenney has refused to visit the impris- 
oned ‘‘suspects’’ in the presence of a warden, 
and they decline to employ any other doctor. 

In consequence of the proclamation against 
the Land cs the freeman’s Journal pub- 
lishes an advertisement from the League ad- 
vising the people, while remaining firm, to 
abandon for the present all projected meetings 
which the Government could take advantage of. 

Notices have been posted in the neighbor- 
hood of Boyle, County Roscommon, threaten- 
ing death to tenants paying rent, 

The military and Police evicted several of 
Col. King Harman’s tenants in Boyle to-day. 
A mob afterward held an indignation meeting 
and wrecked property belonging to non- 
leaguers. 

The clergy generally approve Archbishop 
Croke’s letter protesting against the manifesto 
of the Land League. 

The Home Manufacturers’ Association has 
passed resolutions of sympathy with Mr. Par- 
nell and the other imprisoned leaguers. 

The Land League offices were finally closed 
to-day. 

Mr. O’Gormon, proprietor of the Imperial 
Hotel, and Mr. O’Brien, members of the 
Charleville Land League, have been arrested. 

The Monaghan Police have stopped the 
weekly meeting of the Land League there. 

The Attorney-General and the law officers 
have advised the suppression of the United Ire- 
land, the League organ, and the Jrishman, 

The Gazette contains a proclamation prohib- 
iting all meetings in connection with the Land 
League on Sunday. ; 

The manifesto issued by the League created 
a sensation inside the Kilmainham Prison, 
The warders have been changed, and a 
wooden barrier has been erected to prevent the 
approach of visitors. 

The Duke of Abercorn presided at a meet- 
ing of the magistrates of County Donegal to- 
day. He censured the Government for bav- 
ing delayed its action against the Land League. 

LIMERICK, Oct. 21.—Justice O’Hagan’s 
speech, delivered at the opening of the Land 
Court, is well received, especially in the agri- 
cultural districts. 

LIVERPOOL, Oct. 21.—Extra precautions are 
taken at the docks to prevent strangers from 
boarding steamers of the American lines. 

Lonpon, Oct. 21.—There were two arrests 
under the Coercion act near Longford to-day. 

The Morning Post hears that a great press- 
ure is being exerted by English and Irish 
Catholics to obtain a strongand clear con- 
demnation of the Land League manifesto 
from the Pope, and believes that Cardinal 
Jacobini, the Papal Secretary of State, has 
already informed inquirers that the Pops is 
sorely afflicted by the conduct of a portion of 
the Irish clergy, but can only interfere toa 
certain degree in questions which more espe- 
ially concern the local ecclesiastical authori- 
ties. 

Despite the Government’s proclamation 
against the Land League, the Rev. Harold 
Rylett, who was Mr. Parnell’s candidate in 
the recent election in Tyrone, left Belfast this 
morning to attend an indignation meeting un- 
der the auspices of the Pomeroy branch of the 
Land League. <A detective took the same 
train. A telegram from Pomeroy states that 
the meeting will be suppressed, if necessary, 
by force. 

A canister, which appeared to have recently 
contained powder, and the remains of some 
burned paper, have been found close to the 
magazine in the Castle of Athlone. Double 
sentries have been placed around the magazine. 

A supplement to the Dublin Gazette pro- 
claims the County of Dublin under the Arms 
act. 

Lonpon, Oct. 22.—Five hundred policemen 
have been ordered to rendezvous in Downing- 
street ready for action in case of disturbance 
at the Land League meeting in Trafalgar- 
square, London, to-night. 

Frank Byrns, Secretary of the Land League 
of Great Britain, has telegraphed to Mr. Egan, 
whe is in Paris, not to come to the Hyde Park 
meeting on Sunday, as he might be arrested. 

A Dublin correspondent says he is well as- 
sured that the Land League has collapsed, 
and that its lath and plaster defenses have 
been shown to be what they are un- 
der the trial to which they have been 
submitted. The Ladies’ League, which exists 
in Dublin and in various parts of the country, 
now seems likely to be troublesome. 

The Duke of Mariborough has made a 
long and important statement relative 
to the Irish crisis. He blames the Gov- 
ernment for permitting the Land League 
to fix its fangs upon the country. Regarding 
the future he says that no further remedial 
legislation should be attempted until order is 
effectually restored. A firm and strong re- 
pressiye hand is wanted, that would make the 
people feel that the Government exists and 
would see that order is enforced.

A FLOOD IN THE WEST. 


Seagate 
THER MISSISSIPPI BREAKING BOUNDS—CROPS 
AND CATTLE DESTROYED. 

Cuicago, Oct. 21.—Dispatches from 
Quincy, Il, say that at that point last night 
the river was 18 feet above low-water mark, 
having risen 7 inches during the previous 24 
hours. This is the highest ever known at this 
season of the year, and is 8 inches higher than 
during the great flood of last Spring. Along 
the Sny levee the destruction is almost com- 
plete. The crevasse is 36 miles below Quincy 


and 3 miles above Scott’s Landing, being 
nearly west of Rockport. The break is now 
fully 300 feet wide, and is constantly cutting 
out the earthwork at either end of the cre- 
vasse. An immense volume of water is pour- 
ing through the opening, steadily spread- 
ing out over the country and graduall 
inundating the fields and farms. The water is 
slowly approaching Rockport, which is four 
miles from the river. Old residents predict 
that there will be seven feet of water on the 
farms along the Suy before the flood subsides. 
People north and south of the break were has- 
tily leaving their houses for places of safety. 
Every road leading out of the bottoms was 
crowded with teams. Hundreds of cattle, 
horses, mules, and other live stock were on the 
embankment, the owners not having time to 
get them to high grounds. After the alarm 
was given many of the animals were 
saved by swimming across the lake, 
which now fills the lowlands, but 
large numbers were drowned, the distance 
being so great that they were exhausted be- 
fore reaching places of safety. The farmers, 
many of whom had hundreds of acres of fine 
Winter wheat last week which promised an 
immense yield, are camping along the bluffs 
with their families, while others have left 
everything and taken their wives and children 
to Quincy. The Indian Grove levee gave way 
Wednesday afternoon 16 miles above Quincy, 
but the break is not very serious, most of the 
water being carried off by Bear Creek. 

The railroads in this vicinity wili suffer 
severely from the flood. The bal and 


St. Joseph track is under water for some dis- 
tance and all trains have been discentinued 
for the present. The track near Moody sta- 
tion has several inches of water over it and the 
embankment is washing much. The switeh- 
men at Hannibal have quit work, refusing to 
labor in the mud and water which fill the 
yards. Trains have been discontinued on the 
Quincy, Missouri and Paeific Division of the 
Wabash Road. In Quincy little damage has 
been done thus far aside from the stoppage 
of work at many of the factories. The Dia- 
mond Jo wharf-boat is entirely surrounded 
and in danger of being carried off by the cur- 
rent. Along Front-street many of the manu- 
facturing establishments have shut down, and 
in the lumber district a large force of men is 
required to protect the lumber and keep it 
from being washed away. On the Missouri 
side the bottoms are flooded back to the bluffs. 
The river just below the city is fully nine 
miles wide, 

St. Lours, Oct. 21.—A dispatch from Hanni- 
bal says a break in the Sny levee is reported, 
15 miles below there, through which the water 
is rushing in tremendous volumes and flooding 
the country. Kailroad travel is greatly im- 
peded. The Keokuk and St. Louis Rail- 
road has abandoned all its trains to Hannibal. 
A special dispatch from Warsaw says the water 
fell one and a half inches in the last 24 hours. 
The break on the levee, four miles below, has 
widened to nearly 200 feet. Nearly all the 
corn inthe bottom lands {is in water. 

BURLINGTON, Iowa, Oct. 21.—The Mississippi 
River commenced rising again yesterday. It 
rose three inches in 24 hours. The weather is

ROADS IN THE INDIAN TERRITORY—THE 

NEW-YORK AND NEW-ENGLAND LINE. 

WaSsHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Senator Maxey 
ealled upon President Arthur and Secretary Kirk- 
wood to-day relative to the extension of certain 
railroads through the Indian Territory. The Chi- 
cago, Texas and Mexican Central and the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Railroads want tne right of way 
through the Choctaw Nation. These companies 
are building south-west to Texas and Mexico, and 
must pass through the Choctaw Nation's territory 
te complete their connections. The Choctaw 
Council is now in session, and is willing to grant 
the right of way, but it is necessary for the rail- 
roads to obtain the consent of the President and 


the Secretary of the Interior, as they possess su- 
pervisory power over the Indian Territory. The 
permission asked for was accorded both by the 
President and Secretary Kirk wood. 


GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 21.—In an inter- 
view with a prominent man connected with the 
Vanderbilt survey, the following facts were ob- 
tained: A party of surveyors started from Bronx- 
ville, on the Harlem Road, a few weeks ago, and at 
the same time another party started from South 
Norwalk, working toward New-Haven. The first 
party has just reached Greenwich. ‘I'he survey ig 
staked through Port Chester, N. Y., and passes half 
a mile north ot this place. ‘The line, so far, is very 
straight, with easy curves and easy grades. This 
party makes on an average about two miles 
a day. The survey now being made is 
what is called a preliminary survey. ‘This 
gentleman thought the line would be surveyed 
by Jan. 1. It is expected by the time the party at 
this end reaches South Norwalk the other company 
will have made New-Haven. ‘This road will run te 
the north of most of the towns on the line of the 
New-York and New-Haven Railroad. The objeet 
of§the road is not so much to run near these 
towns as to make a short route from Bronxville to 
New-Haven. Streams wbere a drawbridge would 
be needed are to be avoided as far as possible, the 
survey making it an especial object to cross where 
it is not navigable. This road will open a region 
of country now some distance from railroads. ‘The 
survey, this gentleman said, was ordered by Van- 
derbilt. 


NEwsurgG, N. Y., Oct. 21.—A special train, 
containing tne President, Directors, and otner offi- 
cers of the New-York and New-England Kailroad, 
came over the line yesterday from Boston to Fish- 
kill Landing to inspect the road. The western ex- 
tension of this line, from Brewsters to Hopewell, 
was recently completed. From Hopewell the New- 
burg, Dutehess and Connecticut Railroad will be 
used to Wicopee, from which point the New-Eng- 
land Road has during the past Summer bullt its 
line to Fishkill Landing. The train yesterday was 
the first to reach the river over the new road. Ex- 
tensive docking facilities are being built at the 
Fishkili terminus by the New-England Company, 
and at Newburg by the Erie Railway. It ts ex- 
pected these will be completed in three or four 
weeks, when cars will be transferred across the 
river, and a through line over the Erie and the 
New-York and New-England Railroad will then 
be opened. 


SHREVEPORT, Oct. 21.—Eighty miles of the 
New-Orleans and Pacific Railroad have been re- 
ceived from the centractors, and regular freight and 
passenger trains will commence running on Sunday 
from Marshall, Texas, to Provencial Station, Nateb- 
itoches Parish, La., a distance of 120 miles, The gap 
of 30 miles to Alexandria will be completed in 30 
days, connecting with Morgan’s road, which will 
be completed by that time, thus establishing all-rail 
communication with New-Orleans. 


San FRANCISCO, Oct. 21.—A dispatch from 
Prescott, Arizona, says: ‘‘ The Direotors of the At- 
lantic and Pacific Railroad Company have changed 
the route of their line from a point in Northern 
Arizona, abandoning the needless route over the 
Colorado River, diverging and running north, by 
way of Callville, into Southern Nevada, there 
— a junction with the Utah Southern of Jay 
Gould.” 


Victoria, British Columbia, Oct. 21.—The 
Chinese and white laborers are leaving the railway 
works in large bodies, and the town is filled with 
them. Itis alleged that the Chinese ieave because 
of ahead tax of $3 and because the pay is better 
on the Oregon roads. If the exodus continues it 
will seriously cripple railway operations. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 21.—One thousand 
shares of Philadelphia and Reading stock were 
disfranchised by transfer yesterday, making the 
total to date 52,500 shares.

PHEEESKILL POSIT OFFICH ROBBED. 


THE SAFE BROKEN OPEN AND MONEY AND 
STAMPS CARRIED AWAY. 

PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Oct. 21.—The Post Office 
here was entered by burglars last night, who car- 
ried away property belonging both to the office 
and to Joseph Hudson, the Postmaster. They 
broke in a rear door leading to the cellar, passed 
through this to the front cellar by sawing a hole 
through the partition, and from this they went up 
into the Post Office through a trap-door. Proceed- 
ing to the rear door of the inclosure they bursted 
off its lock. They then attacked the large 


safe, which stood behind a screen so that it 
could not be seen very well from the atreet. 
With a 9-pound sledge-hammer, a steel dog 
3% feet leng, and anumber of steel and wooden 
wedges, they pried the door off, completely de- 
stroying it. They had laid a lot of mail-bags in 
front of the safe so that the notse of the falling 
doors would not be heard very far. From the safe 
they took $1,090 39 in postage stamps, $30 in silver, 
and between $25 and $30 belonging to the Method- 
ist Church which Mr. Hudson was keeping; they 
also took two life insurance policies ou Mr. Hud- 
son’s life for $2,000 and $5,000 respectively. Tney did 
not break open the small drawers in the safe, but 
went through the drawers and boxes of the Post 
Oftice. Only one registered letter, the amount con- 
tained unknown, is missing. A great many news- 
paper packages were torn up, and only six half- 
torn one-cent stamps were left in the office. At 
about 1 o’clock this morning, Paul Wessels, who 
has a baker’s shop opposite and has men at work, 
heard a noise but paid no attention toit. The 
burglars left no clue to lead to their capture.

FIVE DAYS IN A SWAME 
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THE PERILS OF 1HOSE WHO GO Ul 
IN BALLOONE. 

PROF. KING AND HIS COMPANION FOUND A1 
CHIPPEWA FALLS, WIS.—LO8T FIVE 
DAYS IN THE SWAMPS—THE GRAPHIC 
STORY TOLD BY MR. HASSHAGEN. 


CuricaGo, Oct. 21.—The balloon A. J. 
Nutting ascended from the lake front, in this 
city, at 5 o’clock Oet, 13. During the last five 
days there has been little hope that the voy- 
agers, Prof. S.J. King and J. George Hass- 
hager, of the Signal Service, were alive. Dur: 
ing all that time scouts were scouring the 
woods and swamps of Upper Wisconsin in 
search of the adventurers. To-day they werd 
found. The Daily. News receiveda dispatch 
from Chippewa Falls stating that Prof. King 
was there. His balloon landed on Friday 
night 65 miles up the river from that place, 
The aeronauts were five days in working theil 
way toa human habitation, and it was im: 
possible for them to reach a telegraph or rail: 
way station, owing to the bad condition of the 
woods, which: was due ina large measure td 
the unprecedented Fall rains. 

The following graphic description of the 
voyage was telegraphed exclusively to the 
Daity News by Mr. Hasshagen: 


CHIPPEWA Fats, Wis., Oct. 21.—The voy- 
agers who took such hasty flight last Thursday 
from civilization feel no such disposition to- 
day. If you should see us now, draggled, torn, 
water-soaked, and exposed, and our appetites, 
(what a wonderful thing they are!) you would 
surely say we loved civilization. and, more es- 
pecially, the good table. Before five minutes 
after leaving terra firma we reached an alti- 
tude of 4,300 feet, moving south-west. A few 
minutes later we reached an upper current, 
moving slowly westward, so slowiy that wa 
barely moved. But what a prospect beneath 
us! Chicago, which at best is barely 
endurable to the down-easter, was now 
a ‘‘thing of  beauty,’’ but not a 
‘‘joy forever,”’ for we were shut out by night 
and had nothing but its myriads of lights 
twinkling in the distance. We remained there 
suspended, neither rising nor falling, for sev- 
eral hours, but at last a puff of air sent ud 
south-west, changing, before morning, to west 
and north-west. While going south-west we 
remained becalmed about three hours, swing- 
ing in acirele over a small city that, from its 
location, | judged to be Peoria, Ill. After get 
ting tired of the earthly stars we turned in 
and took ‘‘cat naps.”? At 5:15 o’clock om 
Friday we passed over Spring Valiey. 
Wis., startling the natives by dragging our 
drag-rope over their roofs, and one ambitious 
fellow, probably thinking we were ‘Old 
Nick” with his legions, sent a shot after “us, 
Afterward we passed over the Platte Mounds, 
at 7:15 A. M. These mounds are 1,281 feet 
above the sea level. They are of various 
colors and, fantastic forms, which, with the 
bright colors surrounding the foliage, give 4 
picturesque appearance to the surface, un- 
equaled by anything but a most vivid ima. 
gination. The balloon circulated along thesa 
mounds as though drawn by force of inspira- 
tion and as one partieularly loth to part com: 
pany. They kept us just one-half hour danc- 
ing in this circular attendance when we were 
compelled to use our ballast to escape this ap: 
parent attraction. Of course, there were 
nothing but currents of cold air circulating 
in the valleys, which it was necessary to ris¢ 
above to escape. 

As though dissatisfied with her late action 
and wishing to give us a heavenly view, out 
balloen roe. 3 an upward turn, carrying us 4,000- 
feet above the strata of clouds, and literally 
burying usin milk for an hour. In passing 
Little Fails, Monroe County, Wis., we came so 
near the ground that we came in contact with 
the trees, and were compelled to take a large 
portion of one alongasa souvenir. When wa 
neared the ground we were greeted with a 
grand view of the verdure in every variety of 
form. Children were hushed, dogs called off, 
horses whipped up, and old country matrong 
stood in their doors with arms akimbo and in 
the most surprising and comical attitudes. If 
we had had an artist along he could have made 
his fortune out of their figures. At 8 A. M. we 
passed over ‘* Puttan,” or some similarly named 
place. Being in a hurry, we could not accept 
the many invitations to descend. At¥:40 A. 
M. we passed over Tomah. At 9:50 we arose 
among the clouds and lost sight of Mother 
Earth fora few hours. The wind increasing, 
carried us at arapid rate, probably 40 or 5U 
miles per hour, and not being able to discern 
stationary objects, we couid not tell where we 
were or what course we were pursuing. Mean- 
while, the rain poured in torrents. Collecting 
on the outside of the balloon, it poured down 
the mouth of the bag into the basket in 4 
steady stream, compeiling me to put away my 
instruments, but it was useless; there-was not 
a dry pin-head among them. 

At 12:45 P. M. the highest known elevation 
was reached, being 9,600 feet. From the last 
person spoken we found we were 40 miled 
from St. Paul, and when we descended at 2:3 
P. M. on the west bank of the river, one-half 
mile inland, we concluded that we were in 
the State of Minnesota, probably 40, miles 
south of St. Paul, on the Mississippi River. 
With this supposition in mind we 
stepped out of our car into about 14 
inches of ice-water, found we were in 4 
cranberry bog and had to get out. To recite 
our experience after that, for the succeedin 
five days, is too horrible. How we walkec 
five days, up to our knees through boggy 
swamps, without food, except a half-pint of 
berries; how the wolves and bears snarled 
around us at night; how we slept on the wet 
ground at night through heavy frosts, only te 
start again in the morning through theswamp, 
with its ice-water, and falling over muddy logs 
at every step, I cannot putin words. As a 
last resort we build a raft, expecting to ga 
over St. Anthony Falls. Of our subsequent 
disappointment and our subsequent tramp 


with blistered feet and torn shoes, I will tell 
Mr. Flinn when I see him to-night. But, ob | 
our joy when, at 4 o’clockin the evening of 


the fifth day we reached Flambeau River, and 
were carried across by Cleramere Bertrand 
and Michael Miner, woodmen, and here we 
are, enjoying the good things before us.

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OHIO BOURBON QUARRELS 


THE ENMITIES OF THE LEADERS 
OF THE PARTY. 

JOHN G. THOMPSON SNUBBED BY BOOK- 
WALTER EARLY IN THE CAMPAIGN— 
INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE MAN- 
AGEMENT OF THE PARTY'S INTERESTS. 

CotumBus, Oct. 21.—Now that the Octo- 
ber election is over, the leaders of the Ohio 

Democracy are looking about to find who is 

responsible for the disaster. There is no doubt 

that at the opening of the campaign the Dem- 
ocrats were confident of a favorable result, 
but as it proceeded the more sagacious of the 
political managers in the party saw that Mr. 

Bookwalter would be defeated because the ma- 

chine politicians and rock-ribbed Democrats 

would not come to hissupport. In thelong list of 
sufferers from the result of the election, Mr. 

Alien O. Myers, appears to be the greatest, 

he having been credited with being the dis- 

coverer of Mr. Eookwalter. Myers, besides 
being the political correspondent of the Cin- 
vinnati Enquirer, is a member of the State 

Executive Committee, and owing to his official 

relations with the Democratic Party declines 

to talk. From a personal friend of his who 
has held long conversations with him in regard 
to the campaign and the agencies used to 
overcome the disadvantages the Democracy 
were laboring under, the following informa- 
tion was gained: ‘I can stand defeat,” said 


Myers, “‘ because I am used to it; but what is 
more annoying than defeat is the disposition 
pmong certain Democratic politicians and 
newspapers to scalp the dead and tomahawk 
the wounded on the field after the battle is 
over.” Myers was not a little annoyed by an 
editorial published in the Columbus Times, the 
central Democratic organ and owned by John 
G. Thompson and John H. Putnam. The edi- 
torial referred to compared Bookwalter with 
Greeley, and said, among other things, that 
any man who procured his nomina- 
tion through the methods which Mr. 
Bookwalter employed deserved defeat, 
and could not expect support from 
the loyal Democracy fof the State. This 
Myers regarded as very strange language to 
come from men who did all they could to se- 
cure Bookwalter’s nomination. Thts paper, 
before the} Democratic convention, advocated 
the nomination of Judge Follett, but by some 
strange influence, after a midnight trip to 
Springfield made by Mr. Putnam, the Zimes 
came out in flaming editorials on the eve of 
the convention in favor of Bookwalter’s nomi- 
nation. 

John G, Thompson, the other proprietor, was 
a delegate to the convention and voted on both 
ballots for Bookwalter, and used his influence 
among the delegates from the rural districts to 
induce them to vote for and nominate Book- 
walter. After the nomination Mr. Putnam ad- 
iressed a letter to George B. Okey, a member 
vf the Executive Committee, in which he asked 
nis influence to induce Bookwalter to tontrib- 
ate $1,000 to aid Thompson and Putnam in circu- 
lating the 7imes during the campaign. In very 
plain words Myers says it was a proposition to 
pleed the Democratic candidate. Soon after 
this letter was written Messrs. Putnam and 
Thompson, with Clark Irvin, the Chair- 
man, and George B. Okey, the Sec- 
retary, of the Democratic Executive 
Committee, visited Springfield for the 
purpose of caliing upon Mr. Bookwalter 
and making a formal demand. In order to 
secure the cordial support of the 7imes during 
the campaign it would be necessary to furnish 
not less than $1,000. It appears that Book- 
walter had anintimation that these pilgrims 
were coming and of their mission. After the 
gentlemen had mede known their object Mr. 
Bookwalter interrupted the conversation and 
said to Mr. Thompson: ‘If I understand the 
pbject of your mission here to be to ask me to 
contribute to your newspaper the conversation 
might as well drop right here, for I prefer to 
bo defeated to be annoyed and compelled to 
contribute as you want me to to the support 
of the Democratic press.” The conference 
broke upin a decidedly abrupt manner, and 
the distinguished gentlemen returned to 
Columbus on the first train. 

Thompson and Putnam then considered the 
advisability of cutting off the head of the 
ticket from their paper, and probably would 
have done so had Thompson not held a promi- 
nent place in Ohio politics and been an officer 
In the party; therefore Bookwalter’s name 
was allowed to remain. Now that the election 
ls over they vent thoir spite in the double- 
leaded editorial referred to, which was written 
by Putnam himself. Inthe meantime Thomp- 
son went East and began sowing the seeds 
of discord by announcing in interviews 
that Bookwalter was having a terrible fight 
with his Executive Committee. In these in- 
terviews he reflected upon Bookwalter and the 
rommittee, who followed up the line of tactics 
until one day, at a session of the Executive 
Committee, Judge Bingham, who chanced to 
be present, advocated that John G, Thompson 
be called upon to assist in managing the cam- 

sign. When he was informed of the antics 

hompson was indulging in he was strongly 
adverse to consuiting him in any way what- 
dver. 

Myers gave my informant avery interesting 
history of the inside operations that led to 
Bookwalter’s nomination and the subsequent 
embarrassments that beset the Democratic 
managers during the struggle. After the Re- 
publican convention Myers went to Spring- 
field, and there met D, C. Ballentine, then edi- 
tor of the 7Jranscript, who was the incipient 
manager of the Bookwalter canvass. ook- 
walter was regarded by Ballentine as the most 
available candidate; he had no_ record, 
head never been in politics, had plenty 
of money, and was willing to meet 
all the legitimate expenses of the campaign. 
Bookwalter, however, informed Myers that he 
had no desire for the nomination, and only re- 
garded the mention of his name in connection 
with the Governorship as a compliment ten- 
dered by his friends. Myers was favorably 
impressed, and wrote a letter to the Anquirer, 
which gave the Bookwalter boom its first vital- 
ity. e says that John McLean, the 
owner and managing editor of the Kn- 
guirer, was in favor of the nomination 
pf ex-Senator Thurman. The governing idea 
of Mr. McLean in the management of his pa- 
per is always to do that which the public least 
pxpects, and, of all things, the politicians would 
least expect to see the knquirer cordially sup- 

ort Allen G. Thurman for Governor. Myers, 
mB a long argument with Mr. McLean, at- 
tempted to show him that the Democracy 
would look with suspicion upon any effort of 
the Enquirer to nominate Mr. Thurman, and 
would question its sincerity. Mr. McLean 
gave his consent, as far as the correspondent 


was concerned, te go ahead with the Book- 
walter scheme, 


Balientine, who had a sort of general man- 
egement of Bookwalter’s campaign, for the 
pepe of securing the influence of John G. 

hompson, had promised that if Kookwalter 


should be nominated Thompson should have 


the management of the campaign. This doubt- 
less accounts for John G. Thompson’s labors 
tavering Bookwalter’s nomination. After the 
convention the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee was chosen without consultation or 
regard to Bookwalter’s wishes, and Mr. Bal- 
lentine, his confidential manager, was ignored, 
Ballentine’s first mission was to create a suspi- 
cion in Mr. Bookwalter’s mind against the 
Executive Committee as it existed, and soon 
succeeded in convincing him that the commit- 
tee was composed of a band of horse-thieves. 
Thompson also threw his mite in the same 
direction, still hoping that Bookwalter would 
call upon him to take charge of the bar’), 
Thus did the campaign go on until probably 
two weeks before the election, when the chief 
nnd his assistants were 1n cog gy Merean. te;

school. 


Sookwalter organized a literary bureau and 
spent about $20,000 upon the press of the 
State. Every Democratic paper, with one 
exception, m Ohio, including the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer and Toledo Bee, received help. 
The only paper that was not subsidized was 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. The demands made 
npon Bookwalter by some of the poverty- 
stricken Democratic papers assumed black- 
mailing proportions, Some wanted mort- 
gages lifted in order to secure their cordial 
support, and that Bookwalter was a godsend 
te many of them there is no reason to doubt. 

yers said that perhaps Bookwalter is less 
@isappointed over his defeat than any other 
man in the Democratic Party. The last tour 
he made in the State was through what is 
known asthe Backbone of Ohio—the Demo- 
cratic Counties of Richland, Crawford, and 
Wyandot. Ten days before the election Book- 
walter said: ‘‘I am going to be beaten, 
and I shall be defeated by not less than 
20,000 votes py Charlie Foster. I am 
going to be beaten by the mossback Demo- 
crats, who have got a suspicion thatI am a 
sort of Horace Greeley and xet a Democrat. 
This suspicion has been encouraged by the po-

They look 
upon me as an intruder in their party—they 
look upon me as dangerous for several reasons.

GLASS-MAKERS’ DEMANDS IN PITTSBURG— 
THE STRIKE AT THE DAYTON MILLS. 
PirrsBuRG, Penn., Oct. 21.—The teasers, 
mixers, and fillers-inat all the glass factories on 
the South Side have given notice to the manu- 
facturers that unless they receive an advance of 15 
per cent. in their wages they will strike. They are 
now getting $2 perday. The manufacturers say 
they will not make the concession, 4 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 21.—In the Quarter 
Sessions this morning Eugene Vallette, Thomas 8. 
Coom, and Daniel McNamara were heard on a writ 
of habeas corpus. They were a committee ap- 
pointed by the Typographical Union, after a reso- 
lution by the union that certain rates should be in- 
creased from $14 to $16a week, and they visited 
in connection therewith the office of Sherman & 
Co., and went to the composing-room and ordered 
a strike unless the rates were paid. For this they 
were arrested and charged with conspiracy. While 
counsel were discussing the question Judge Alli- 
son, interrupting, said: ‘‘It may be fairly said 
that these mem were there by permission 
of the employers themselves. If they had been 
ordered out and had refused to go, that would 


have presented a different aspect to this por- 
tion of the case. [ think there is no 
illegality in a delegated bedy communi- 
eating the decision of their union to work- 
men.” Atthe close of the argument the Judge 
said he had a clear notion in his mind how the 
case ought to be decided, but he would take time 
to look at the law before giving an opinion.

CINCINNATI, Oct, 21.—The experiment of 
bringing men from the East to take the place of 
strikers in the rolling mills has agaim been unsuc- 
cessful. The Dayton Rolling Mill, which started 
yesterday with 16 of these men, is idle to-day, the 
men refusing to work. Thereissome mystery about 
the method pursued by union workmen in per- 
suading non-union men to stop work, but the 
method {s effective, The union men protest that 
they do not propose to use force. Large num- 
bers of them gathered around the boarding- 
house where the non-union men were 
quartered, and remained there until late in 
the afternoon, but offered no violence. Several 
meetings of union men were held to-day, but 
their proceedings remain n secret. The mili- 
owners have another batch of 86 men com- 
ing from the Kast, which they expect to put 
to work, probably in the Globe Mill. The River- 
side Millis running apparently without any objec- 
tion, and some of the men who left the Dayton 
Mill will work there. A dispatch was sent to 
England to warn iron-workers there, especially 
at Leeds, not to be persuaded by the agents of 
these rolling mills to come here to work, and a re- 
ply has been received that the union of England 
will stand by the union here. 
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IMPROVING COTTON PROSPECTS. 
saibebimndmooaiintes 
REPORTS FROM ALL PARTS OF THE COTTON- 
GROWING REGION. 
NEew-ORLEANS, Oct. 21.—Special dispatches 
to the Democrat from all portions of the cotton 
country show the condition of the crop to date to 
be as follows: 


Alabama.—Weather good; cool and dry; picking 
is advancing rapidly and will be over by the middle 
of November; the yield is much better than was 
anticipated, and will come within 10 percent. of 
last year’s; the staple will be much better than it 
was last year; about three-fourths of the crop 
have already been gathered. 

Georgia.—The crop prospects have improved 
greatly during the past few weeks, and it is now 
believed that the crop will be as great as last 
year’s. Two thirdsof the crop is gathered. The 
cotton is being marketed slowly. 

Louisiana.—Rains have failen during the pee 
week, which will injure the cotton in the field 
somswhat. The weather has been cool, and there 
have been several frosts. The farmers are 
backward in preparing the staple, very 
little of which has been marketed. 
It is estimated that three-fourths of the crop have 
been grathered. If the present bad weather con- 
tinues the crop will be greatly injured. 

Mississippi.—Rains have fallen throughout the 
State, doing, however, very little damage to the 
cotton. Some damage has been done by worms. 
Eighty per cent. of the crop has been picked. The 
yield will be &bout 75 per cent. of the crop of last 
year. 

T'ennessee.—Seventy per cent. of the crop Las 
been gathered. The yield, as now estimated, will 
be 40 percent. less than that of last year. The sea- 
son still continues favorable for the picking. which 
will be finished at a@ much earlier date than last 
year. 
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LOSSES BY FIRE.

A fire occurred at Lynchburg, Va., last 
night, destroying over $150,000 worth of prop- 
erty. It originated in the mercantile house of 
Messrs. Lucado & Urquhart, and burned a 
number of other buildings in the vicinity. 
The freight and passenger depot of the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad was totally de- 
stroyed, together with a number of freight cars, 
some of which were loading with tobacco. A 
portion of the trestle-work of the  Rich- 
mond and Alleghany Kailroad and _ several 
freight cars were also burned. The fire is supposed 
to be the work of an incendiary.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE REPUBLI- 
CAN CITY CONVENTION. 
CONSIDERING THE CLAIMS OF RIVAL CANDI- 

DATES—THE NAMES OF GEN. TRACY, 
MR. RIPLEY ROPES, AND MR. SETH LOW 
DISCUSSED——-GEN. TRACY NOMINATED. 
Owing to some arrangement entered into 
by tho Campaign Committee, and which was not 
toade public, Central Hall, in which the Brooklyn 
Republican City Convention was held last evening, 
remained closed to both delegates and the public 
until long after 8 o’elock. The unusual interest 
centring round the Mayoralty nomination 
drew a great crowd, which rendered the 
streets for more than a block almost im- 
passable. As to the nominee of the convention, 
there were a hundred different opinions, but noth- 
ing definite seemed to be known by anyone. The 
feeling appeared very general among the del- 


egates that Mr. B. F.. Tracy could 
haye tbe nomination if he insisted on 
pressing his claim. The second choice of several 
of the delegates seemed to be Mr. Ropes, and quite 
a good many were in fayor of a compromise candi- 
date, always provided that Mr. Traoy’s friends 
would be willing to withdraw his name. It was 
understood that a caucus of some of the 
leaders had been held in the afternoon, at which 
it was determined at all hazards to nominate 
Tracy. The convention was called to order by A. 
J. Perry. At this time the delegates and 
the audience were mixed up in apparent- 
ly inextricable confusion. The Chairman 
requested those who were not delegates 
to vacate the seats in order that the delegates 
might be properly accommodated. Noone stirred, 
and at length the device was adopted of clearing 
the front part of the hall and calling the delegates, 
alternates, and contestants, who came for- 
ward, each answering to his name as the 
roll was called. Before the calling of the roll was 
completed Mr. Daggett announced that there was 
a delegation from the Young Republican Club 
in the room, and moved that they be given 
seats. The announcement was received 
with mingled hisses and cheers, but the 
motion prevailed. A committee from the citi- 
zens’ meeting, at which Mr. Ropes was 
nominated were also given seatson the floor of 
the convention. During a discussion which arose 
out of acontest from the Twenty-first Ward, Mr. 
John A. Nichols, Chairman of the Republican Gen- 
eral Committee, whose health did not{permit him to 
stay longer in the room, was given unanimous con- 
sent to make a statement. Mr. Nichols said thata 
meeting of about 100 gentlemen, representing both 
sections of the party, was held yesterday after- 
noon, anda resolution adopted advising the Re- 
publican City Convention to nominate a man 
who was an undoubted Republican. The 
friends of Gen. Tracy cheered, and Mr. Nichols 
at once retired frem the room. The business 
of the convention was interrupted for about 15 
roinutes in putting back the crowd which pressed 
forward on the delegates. When order had been 
restored the Twenty-first Ward contest was again 
taken up, and a motion was carried excluding 
both sets of contestants from the temporary organ- 
ization. A Committee on Credentials was then 
appointed. While the Committee on Credentials 
was nbsent from the room settling the contests in 
the Seeond, Thirteenth, and Twenty-first Wards 
the Citizens’ Committee from the meeting which 
nominated Ripley Ropes was introduced. Mr. 
Van Nostrand, of the committee, then addressed 
the convention as follows: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE REPUBLICAN 
CiTry CONVENTION OF THE CITY OF BPOOKLYN: The un- 
dersigned were appointed a committee to wait on 
your honorable body and present for your favorable 
consideration the action taken at a meeting of citi- 
zens held at the Rink Oct, 17, 1881, pursuant toa peti- 
tlon, a printed copy of which, together with some of 
the signatures, is herewith presented. The following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The Mayor to be elected by the citizens of 
Brooklyn on the &th of November next will have the 
absolute power of appointing all heads of depart- 
ments, except the Controller and Auditor; also, all 
Assessors and members of the Board of Education, as 
theirterms expire; and 

Whereas, With this power, untrammelea by the 
necessity of seeking confirmation at the hands of the 
Board of Aldermen, the Mayor can give practical 
shape to the whole administration of city affairs; 
therefore 

Resolved, That the welfare of the tax-payers, the 
development of our manufacturing and business in- 
terests, and the prosperity of the whole community, 
the poor andthe rich alike, demand at this crisis the 
electionas Mayor of Brooklyn of a man who shall 
take his seat free from obligations to political leaders, 
in order that, as Mayor, he may be free to administer 
his great trust in the interest of the people; and 

Resolved, That this meeting sees in the Hon. Ripley 
Ropes the man in our community best qualified in 
this emergency for the Mayor's office, a man at once 
acquainted with city affairs and in all local matters 
free from the trammels of party machinery; a man of 
sound common sense, of good business judgment, of 
spotiess integrity, and of unflinching courage; and 
we therefore commend to our fellow-citizens, without 
distinction of party, the Hon. Ripley Ropes as the 
citizens’{choice for candidate for the office of Mayor. = 

The nomination for the Mayoralty was then ten- 
dered Mr. Kopes by the unanimous voice of the thou- 
sands present at the meeting, and was accepted by 
him, Sut in presenting these regoiutions, and report- 
ing the nomination of Mr. Ropes as the citizens’ can- 
didate for Mayor, the undersigned do not feel their 
wholeduty to be accomplished. As Republicans and 
anxious for the success of the Republican Party, we 
eannot avoid expressing our earnest belief, 
and that of thousands of our_ fellow-Repub- 
licans, that this convention will assure that 
success by selecting as its nominee for

TO PROTECT THE CZAR. 


A SECRET SOCIETY CALLED THE HOLY BROTH- 


ERHOOD FORMED FOR THAT PURPOSE. 

St. Petersburg Letter to the London Datly News. 

Perhaps one of the most extrordinary signs 
of the times, illustrating the unhappy and un- 
healthy condition of things in the Russian Empire, 
isthe recent institution of a secret society, for 
which the model and precedent must be sought 
rather in the Middle Ages than inthe actual nine- 
teenth century. This new society is known as the 
Swiataia Droujina, er Holy Brotherhood, its object 
being to protect the person of the Emperor, and to 
maintain the existing order in the form of auto- 
cratic rule. It is stated that the idea of this institn- 
tion originated with M. Pobedonotseff, with the 
special approval of an imperial Grand Duke, 
and that the prineipal contributors of funds aiaa 
wealthy Prince and a well-known Jewish banker, a 
sum of 800,000 rubles having been already sub- 
scribed. To organize and direct {ts operations the 
experienced services have been secured of M. 


Schmidt, formerly assistant to the chief of the 


Third Section, and M. Pootilin, late head of the St. 
Petersburg detective Police, who is now at Kief. 
M. Schmidt remains at. St. Petersburg, where the 
society is now at work, and has already 
signalized itself, not so much by the cap- 
ture of Nihilists, as by immocently arresting 
members of the ordinary secret Police. That 
sucb arrests should take place will appear 
more comical than credible to English readers, 
but will easily be understood in Russia and in other 
parts of the Continent, where the French system 
of agents provocateurs is better known. As in- 
stances of such blunders, it is currently reported 
that an agent of this class, a woman in the service 
of the secret Police, and a member of the eid 
Brotherhood happening to travel in the same rail- 
way carriage to Pavieovsky, and having succeeded, 
as they imagined, in eliciting from each other dan- 
gerous or inconyenient expressions of views in the 
course of their conversation, found themselves 
both under arrest before nightfall. Each had de- 
nounced the other to their respective chiefs, 

-Another instance in the same direction {gs re- 
ported to have occurred during the last few days, 
when a member of the brotherhood eagerly re- 
paired to the Minister of the Interior to inform 

im that they had succeeded in arresting a 
Nihilist in Paris. The Count quietly asked his 
name. The name was given by the zealous 
brother, whose chagrin may be imagined when 
Count Ignatieff rejoined, ‘*Heis my agent.’”? The 
Count had doubtless already been  notifled 
of the amusing situation in which one of 
his confidential agents had been placed. Little 
is known of the operations of this brother- 
hood up to the present time, except these arrests. 
Butifitis correctly stated that the head-quarters 
and first contingent of members are fromthe St. 
Petersburg Imperial Yacht Clab, (so-called, appar- 
ently, on the Jucus anon lucendo principle, as the 
club has no connection with yachting,) this is cer- 
tainly one of the most curious and ominous features 
in connection with the society. On the one hand, 
it reads like a satire that the members of this olub, 
comprising .the ‘jeunesse (and vieillesse) dorée” of 
St. Petersburg, should thus form themselves into a 
“Holy Brotherhood.” 

While, on the other hand, whatisto be said or 
thought of the state of society in this country if 
members of one of its most aristocratic clubs form 
themselves into asecret institution—in groups of 
five like the Carbonari—and engage to act as spies 
among their connections and friends? For against 
whom else can their operations be directed? They 
surely cannot expect to compass their objects by 
eavesdropping in tio public streets, or by watch- 
ing and listening to the conversation of strangers 
in public places of entertainment, or like the un- 
fortunate railway travelers to Pavlovsky, by draw- 
ing out chanco fellow-passengers. Well may the 
instinct of honorable men revolt against such an 
association when its true object is madeclear. A 
well-known person in St. Petersburg was asked by 
a certain Prince to become afiliated. The prompt 
and indignant reply to the astonished apostle of 
the brotherhood was: ‘‘ Why, you want me to bea 
spy!’ The Prince naturally deprecated such a 
plain explanation of the institution, but, of course, 
could not gainsay its truth. With equal propriety 
and foree, when a well-known General was asked 
to become a member, he is said to have replied 
with simple and unanswerable logic: ‘*‘ When I 
took the oath of allegiance to the Emperor I swore 
that I would not belong to any seeret society.” 
Other officers of the Army are not credited with 
equal intelligence and scrupulousness. It is said 
that many, if not most, of the officers inthe Sim- 
eonofsky regiment of the Guards have joined the 
society. Of the Treobajensky regiment only a few 
are believed to have joined. It is, of course, im- 
possible toreport with any certainty how many 
may have enrolled themselves and wear the ring 
which is the badge—the outward and visible sign 
of affiliation with thia secret institution. The most 
considerate explanation of the origin of the soclety 
is that, with an impulse of loyalty, many high- 
minded and well-intentioned men have banded 
themselves together in critical times, without sce- 
ing the true character of the part they have thus 
lightly assumed.

JENNIE CRAMER'S DEATH 


ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST 
THE MALLEYS. 

A DECISION TO BE GIVEN THIS MORNING— 
THE PROSECUTION SKETCHING TH 
PROBABLE CAUSE OF, THE ALLEGED 
CRIME—THE DEFENSE ALLEGING 8UI- 
CIDE, 


New-Haven, Oct. 21.—It was agreed to-day 
that each of the lawyers in the Malley examina- 
tion should be allowed an hour and a half for 
argument. Charles F. Bollman, who acted, by re- 
quest of the town authorities at West Haven, as 
Coroner at the inquest into the cause of Jennie 
Cramer’s death, and who has assisted O. K. Bush, 
the prosecuting attorney, during this examination, 
made the opening argument. He called attention 
to the fact that this wasthe seventh week of the 
trial. One hundred and eighty-three witnesses had 
been called, of whom only 57 were for the State. 
He pointed out that at this preliminary hearing it 
Was not necessary to prove every allegation 
against the prisoners, but simply to show sufficient 


reason why they should te tried onacharge of 
murder. . 

Mr, Bollman claimed that Jennis Cramer was 
promaty murdered, and that the prisoners proba- 

ly committed the crime. The counsel for the 
State had shown that Jennie died at the time and 
place named in the information, namely, Saturday, 
Aug. 5, at or a little after 5 o’clock in the morning. 
He reviewed the testimony in a way to makea 
connected story of the death of Jennie 
Cramer, beginning with the finding of 
the body by Mr. Curtiss and Mr. 
Marsden, in the water at West Haven beach, the 
identification by Mr. and Mrs. Cramer and others, 
and the identification of Jennie on the Friday even- 
tng before she was found dead by several wit- 
nesses, some of whom knew her, and some of 
whom knew her companion, James Malley, while 
others testified to seeing a young man and woman 
that there is reason to believe could have been no 
other than James and Jennie. Theirpresence near 
the flying-horses was proved,only the evening before 
she was found dead. The evidence of the physi- 
cians proved that she did not die a natural death 
and was not drowned, The attemptof the defense 
to prove that she was an arsenic-eater, that she 
might have killed herself by opium, had all been 
futile. She did not die an accidental death un- 
less she accidentally took the arsenic, and 
then, when dying, accidentally got into the 
water. She did not commit suicide. She 
was killed bythe persons who had diabolically 
sought to destroy her virtue, Taking the ground 
that Jennie Cramer was murdered, the question of 
who killed her was considered. It would be un- 
reasonable foratramp orastranger to kill her. 
The poison showed premeditation, and she was not 
killed without a motive. The course of Jennie and 
James and Walter Malley was next traced— 
the procuring of Blanche Douglass from New- 
York to ald in debauching Jennie; their 
carryings on at the Malley house and in the rooms 
of the Foote House—showing that James was aid- 
ed in his well-known attempts to ruin the unfortu- 
nate girl whose beauty had been a fatal possession. 
The wine at the Malley house, the seductiveness of 
the music, Jennie’s fail, partly by means of brute 
force, were rehearsed. 

Said Mr. Bollman: ‘But for the events of that 
night at the Malley house Jennie Cramer would be 
alive to-day.”’ Jennie’s going next morning to 
Redcliffe’s for breakfast, her dislike to going home 
where she knew her mother would scold her 
for being out all night, her attempt to finally 
throw herself upon Blanche Douglass, and 
Blanche’s skillful avoidance of the re- 
sponsibility, were detailed. ‘‘Jennie in her 
degradation determined that James must 
marry her. She left home to find him, walking 
down Grand to Jefferson-street slowly, so that she 
might enceunter him. It is probable she went to 
the Malley store, and that James promised to take 
her to Savin Rock and settle the trouble with her. 
She started for Savin Rock, got off the 
ear, but got on another, and went to Savin 
tock. James did not come, and she returned. In 
the afternoon of Thursday she was on Chapel- 
street with Blanche Douglass, although Blanche 
says she did not see her aftersho saw her on the 
car startingforSavin Rock. Duringtheinterview 
between Jennie and the prisoner, James, Thursday 
morning, Jennie probably/threatened that if he aid 
not deal justly with her she would tell her wrongs 
to her brother in New-York. When Mrs. Cramer 
could not find Jennie, and James knew it, he con- 
sulted with Walter, and Walter took the train 
for New-York in search of Jennie. Then, 
when it was found that Jennie had not 
gone, came the telegram of _ recall, which 
intercepted Walter at Stamford, and caused 
his return to New-Haven. Thursday night Walter 
and the two giris had supper together at 
Redcliffe’s."" Mr. Bollman now reviewed the 
testimony of the chamber-maid at _ the 
Foote Building to show that the four _per- 
sons in this affair spent the night there to- 
gether. ‘‘Jennie was im tnat building Thursday 
and Friday nignts. Friday James and Walter 
know they cannot keep Jennie in that building 
through the day. 
be tolerated,,and exposure must be prevented. 
Jennie watches for James, and he is compelled to 
walk with her on the green and in the public 
streets. Miss Harland may have walked with 
James afterward, but it was Jennie 
James who were together on Whitney-avenue. 
A little after 5 o’clock James leaves the store and 


perhaps his sister Kitty, who has not been calied as 
a@ witness, and drives back to the store in time to 
be there when it isclosed. He goes to the Eiliott 
House, Henry C. Alien saw James and Jennie 
in a buggy that Friday night.

Counsel inquired why James Malley, Sr., was not 
called upon to testify. The manner in which the 
elder James Malley had endeavored to make 
Barnes, the horse-ear conductor, testify to having 
been atthe Malley house was commented upon, 
together with the fact that Barnes could not be 
persuaded sojto testify. The argument occupied 
two hours in delivery. 

Timothy J. Fox, the leading counsel for the de- 
fense, in his argument, characterized the examina- 
tion asashatw Dattlein which 106 witnesses had 
been firing at the ghost of asuspicion raised by 56 
other witnesses. He spoke of the sympathy felt 
with poor Jennie Cramer, the clamor of the press, 
and other influenc 
been obliged to comtend. He said the defenso 
had presented all the evidence they could get, 
and it had caused the suspicion against 
the young men to vyanish. Public opinion 
was declaring in favor of their innocence. A dis- 
charge of the prisoners would but confirm the 
people in their belief in their innocence. Mr. Fox 
claimed that the State had not proved that Jennie 
Cramer died by arsenic, chloroform, or drugs of 
any kind, or that she died by suffiocation. There 
had been no proof that any of these drugs had 
been given to Jennie Cramer by anybody. Had 
any one smothered Jennie Cramer in one of the 
most populous parts of the city?’ There had been 
ao suck thing proved. 


* While it is claimed,” he said, “that Jennie had | 
been outraged at the Malley house, she is seen to 


leave the house cheerfully in the morning, waving 
her handkerchief to the inmates.

that Walter, Jennie, and Blanche were at Red- 
cliffe’s together that night. Would the Malleys, 
if guilt were intended, direct Mrs. Cramer in a note 
to West Haven, saying they last saw her on her way 
thither? It is as probable as anything that she died by 
drowning. The distribution of arsenic throughout 
her system proves that it was taken at different 
times. The best witness on the subject said the 
body came to where it was found from Kelsey’s 
wharf. What the party of the afternoon saw 
while ina boat off Kelsey’s was not a stingaree, 
it was Jennie’s body, down in the water, and 
then being washed to where it was found.” 
If anybody was “morally” responsible tor Jennie 
Cramer’s death, it was her own mother, who had 
driven her from home by her harsh reproaches for 
amisdemeanor. But, more than ali this, there was 
no evidence of a murder. Mr. Fox remarked upon 
the hiring of detectivesin the Malley interest in an 
apologetic way by referring to the Pinkerton de- 
tective employed by the State. Mr. Pox’s speech 
lasted an hour and twenty-five minutes. 

Ex-Judge Blydenburgh closed the arguments for 
the defense, He spoke in part as follows: “Law 
is common sense, and murder is not committed 
without a motive. Where is the motive in this 
case? James Malley became acquainted with this 
girl some time before her death. She was in bis 
company at the Malley house the Wednesday 
night before her death, but went away in the 
morning, apparently happy. I don’t propese to 
assail the dead. Your Horor must find 
she went away happy. She took her breakfast 
with the Douglass woman at Redcliffe’s. If your 
Honor wishes eviderce as to the time of death, 
read the testimony concerning the contents of her 
stomach. There is a witness in the undigested 
food which shows that she died Thursday night. 
The State have found no _ place where 
she ate mushrooms and meat save Thursday morn- 
ing. Dr. Prudden says they were eaten seven 
oreight hours before death. But it matters not 
whether she died Thursday or Friday night. Her 
relations with the Douglass woman were nothing 
unusual or strange. She went home to ber mother. 
Let us see if we cannot unravel this mystery with 
reasonable certainty. She had been on pleasure— 
whether unlawful pleasure does not matter. Your 
Honor can sse why she acted as she did. She ineeta 
a stranger [referring to the testimony concerning 
the visit of a Planisville young man to Jennie] 
on the street. He introduces himself. He 
picks her up, as you might say, on the street, and 
sits alone with her in a parlor of the Cramer house

would. If a mother’s course like that doesn't 
aid such a career, I don’t know what will.

Her mother sees that her daughter is 
failing to get a rich husband and was injuring her 
character, 0 she scolded her. Her words were 
harsher than those she testified to. The belief that 
she died by violence would soften the sentences, 
for they will haunt her memory so long as she lives. 
What did she tell her? ‘This house, which 
has been your’s since childhood, shall be 
yours no longer. Your father’s roof, which 

as sheltered you so long, shall shelter 
you nomore.’ The girl leaves the house and wan- 
ders about the streets—whether to purchase a 
deadly drug I den’t know—until she gets in a horse 
car. She steals off again and up toward Malley’s 
store, Perhaps she saw Blanche Douglass and 
wanted to speak to her. She wanted to have 
another interview with the woman who 
had previously told her she could not 
go with her. The determination returns, and she 
gets on the car again and goes to Savin Rock. She 
wanders under the shade alone in that hot 
August afternoon. Finally, she reaches the deter- 
mination to rest in the sleep of death by her own 
act in the waters off Kelsey’s wharf. Who wanted 
to kill her? Did the young man who had 
been in her society? here is no evidence 
to show she had pressed him to marry 
her. He showed interest enough to find her,and the 
note isin court. If he had any handin her death 
he would never have pointed her mother in the 
direction where she could find the cold body of 
her daughter. There is no motive onthe part of 
these boys and no murder has been proved. There 
is a motive for suicide. With failure to prove a 
death by violence the case rests. The testimony 
as to the arsenic shows she may have been a 
habitual arsenic taker. The testimany shows she 
may have been drowned.” 

The arguments were closed by Proseeutor Bush, 
who taiked until nearly 6 o’elock. The Justice 
anpounced that he would render his decision at 10 
o’clock to-morrow morning.

To-night the city and harbor were brilliantly iliu- 
minated by electric lights, and a vast concourse of 
citizens and visitors assembled in the eastern sub- 
urbs of the city to witaess the pyrotechnieal dis- 
play, which was the closing event of the day's cel- 
ebration.

AN AFRICAN INDUSTRY IN DANGER. 
From the St. Gallen Handels-Zeitung. 

Paper menufacturers, and, in a less degree, 
all who use-paper, have some grounds for taking a 
selfish interest in the present war of the French in 
Africa. The Sparto, or Alfa grass, so largely used 
in paper-making, is principally grown in Spain and 
North Africa, and the importations of this article 
from the latter have recently become enormous, 
and especially from Algeria. The capital of the 
trade isat Ain-el-Hadjar, on the further side of 
Saida. No less than 3,000 workpeople are employed 
at Ain-el-Hadjarin the cleansing and packing of 
the grass which is delivered to them by the neigh- 
boring agriculturists in massive quantities. Steam 
engines and hydraulic pressure are used in 
the manipulation. The grass is pressed into the 
smallest possible compass by the latter, for the 
greater convenience of carriage. It is estimated 
that at least 70,000 Europeans, mostly Spaniards, 
are engaged in the culture, harvesting, and prepa. 
ration of this grass in North Africa, while the na- 
tives are exclusively employed in the rougher 
work of transport. One-tribe alone is reported to 
earn a yearly income of about 100,000f. from this 
source. The increase of European immigration 
tor the profitable business of cultivating the Alfa 
would have been even larger than it is, so profita: 
ble is the business, but for the sore want of suffi 
cient water. In 1873 a French Company, “* Com

METHODS IN VOGUE FOR THEIR 
REMOVAL. 

& GRIEBVANCE OF 8TOREKEEPBRS—UNJUST 

DISORIMINATIONS AGAINST PARTICULAR 

PERSONS—THE CORPORATION ATTOR- 


NEY’S WAYS. 

The storekeepers of the City of New-York, 
éith very few exceptions, consider themselves an 
ill-used class of men. They complain, and fre- | 
quently with justice, that rents are exorbitant, 
that landlords are unreasonable, and that compe- 
{tion for custom is carried to extravagant, even 
unscrupulous, lengths. But their greatest griev- | 
ance-—the one they justly declaim against most 
joudly—is that the very municipality itself which 
they do so much, or at any ratepay so much, to 
support arrays itself among their foes and con- 
stantly seeks to extort from them in many and va- 
rious ingenious ways an unjpst tribute. It would 
be tedious to recount at length the fees for permits 
and licenses to do this, that, and the other which 
have to be pald to the authorities at the City Hall. 
Tt is enough to take, as an illustration of this petty 
oppression, the ordinances passed originally by the 
Aldermen of a long past epoch and serving now in 
acuriously amended and mutilated form, against 
Incumbering the sidewalks with wares and mer- 
chandise, and to leok at the machinery and 
methods setin operation by the Tammany Corpera- 
tion Attorney to secure their enforcement. 

To begin with, it is only fair to concede that 
these regulations are in principle just and reason- 
able. It must be admitted that a merchant has no 
right to occupy the space in front of his premises 
jonger than is absolutely necessary for the receipt 
and delivery of his goods. The sidewalk is un- 
doubtedly a highway to which he has no better 
litle than the community at large. And the City 
authorities would certainly deserve to be com- 
mended if they jealously guarded against persist- 
ent, willful, and systematic encroachments upon 
the public thoroughfare. But this is exactly what 
they fail to do. For some mysterious reason 
certain people are permitted to go on for months 
and years using portions of the public property 
without hindrance or molestation. Such persist- 
ent offenders are encouraged to persevere in their 
trespass by an absolute immunity from the fines 
and penalties prescribed in the ordinances and in- 
tended for precisely that class of willful delin- } 
qguents. But let one of the unfavored many be ; 


pven suspected of leaving a barrel or a box on the | 
sidewalk longer than the five hours which has 
been fixed as the extreme limit of time necessary 
for receipt and delivery ! For him there shall bea 
speedy summons before the Civil Justice, possibly 
na fine, and, if a fine, its immediate payment, to- 
gether with a long bill of costs, or, in de- 
fault of payment, arrest and imprisonment 
in Ludlow-Street Jail. The old story again— 
the hardened ruftian makes his escape, 
while the small boy is marched __ trium- 
phantly off to the station-house. This is exactly 
the reverse of the policy that would be adopted by 
a city whose agents were earnestly desirous of 
Bealing justly and generously with its citizens. 
Surely the storekeeper has a right, since he pays, 
directly or indirectly, a very considerable portion 
of the money which keeps the Municipal machinery 
In motion, to expect from the Police and Corpora- 
tion Attorney that he be treated as a friend, not as 
a foe, as a respectable, law-abiding man, with a 
roof over his head anda stake in the community, 
not asacriminal whose one ambition in life is to 
breakithe law withimpunity. Butin tho absence 
of the conditions alluded to above, such an expecta- 
tion will be indeed a vain one. 

This is whatusually happens. At uncertain in- 
tervals the policemen are ordered to examine 
what obstruetions there may be on the sidewalks 
which are within their beats. Each policeman 
does ashe is bid, strutinizing with extreme vigi- 
iance the stores of such men as he dislikes, or, to 
speak more plainly, of such men as he has had no 
special and weighty reason to like, and passing 
over with comparative blindness the pecoadilloes 
ot persons who have strong political friends, or 
who are in hisown good beoks for occult causes. Ho 
can be partial in this way with a minimum of risk. 
An obstruction is oniy an obstruction when it is 
permitted to remain continuously on the sidewalk 
for five hours. What more easy than to warn the 
friend of his danger, and to let the foe sleep on in 
blissful ignorance of his peril? Confronted with 

is victim in court, when the latter, as he often 
does, urges that-he can name dozens of his neigh- 
bors who are permitted to break the law without 
any fuss being made over it, the custodian of2the 
public peace testifies, and truthfully, that the boxes 
and wares referred to were not exposed the pre- 
scribed five hours. He might add that he himself 
warned the alleged delinquent to make it half an 
bour less than the fatal limit. 

The complaint once entered in the policeman's 
book is reported to the Corporation Attorney's 
office. Here the Attorney or his assistant takes out | 
“# summons to the District Court in whose jurisdio- 
tion the violation has occurred, and by virtue of a 
special authority given him by the Legislature 
hands it to anybody he chooses to deputize for 
service. It may be noted that the summons being 
for the recovery of a penalty, the accused is en- 
titled to know exactly under what partioular ordi- 
nance itissought to mulct him. Section 1,897 of | 
the Code requires that ‘in an aetion to recover 
3 penalty or forfeiture given by a statute, 

“if a copy of the complaint is not delivered 
to the defendant with acopy of the summons, a 
general reference to the statute must be indorsed 
upon a copy of the summons go delivered in the 
following form, ‘according tothe provisions of.’ 
adding such a decription of the statute as will 
identify it with convenient certainity, and also 
specifying the sections, if penalties or forfeitures 
are givenin different acts or omissions.’’ But the 
summonses hitherto served by the Corporation 
Attorney, instead of specifying the section, merely 
gay, ‘‘according to the provisions of chapter VI. of 
the revised ordinances of 1881 and amendments 
thereto.’’ Now, in this chapter there are said to 
be no less than 66 particular offenses desoribed, 
each one with a special penalty. Is it possible for 

a citizen to prepare a defense to an unknown 
crime? The purpose of the section of the 
Code referred to was undoubtedly to provide 
for his being fairly notified of what 
be was accused. But the main purpose of the City 
being apparently merely to raise money by pen- 
alties, without any nice regard to the justice or in- 
justice of the means, it is thought much better to 
jet him remain inthe dark. A greatly increased 
percentage of fines can thus be hauled in by the 
Municipa) drag-net. In meny cases citizens thus 
summoned let the cases go against them by de- 
fault, and resign themselves with as good a grace 
as they can to the tender mercies of the oxtor- 
tioner. If they stand a trial, however, the odds in 
many courts are heavily against them. Every one 
knows the fatal glibness of the policeman, and not 
antrequently the Justice has a leaning to the 
official side of the controversy. To this, however, 
there are some marked exceptions—noiably, Judge | 
Gedney, of the Eighth District. This Justice, | 
shortly after he was eleeted, expressed his indigna- | 
tion very warmly eat the unfair discrimi- 
nations exereised in selecting offenders, and forced 
the Corporation Attorney to make out a perfect 
legal! case, supported by ample and satisfactory 
proof in each instance. And taking into account 
the slipshod way in which the business has been 
ione on the part of the public prosecutor, it may 
readily be believed that few, indeed, were the pen- 
alties recovered pefore this tribunal. For years 
the Corporation Attorney had his name printed on 
the deputization indorsed on the summons instead 
of signing it personally as required by law. When- 
ever this objection was raised Judge Gedney 
promptiy dismissed the summons. The Corpora- 
tion Attorney retaliated by bringing, fer many 
months, no cases in the Eighth District. But an 
act of the Legislature was passed absolute- 
ly requiring each case to be tried in 
the district within whose limita it feil. 
The Corporation Attorney had, therefore, to give 
himself the severe clerical labor of personally sign- 
ing these deputizations. Again, he found the court 
indisposed to countenance his short and sharp 
methods. Judge Gedney took the ground that 
since a penalty thus imposed carried with it, in 
case of refusal or inability to pay, Hability to per- 
sonal imprisonment, and since, in acase of this 
kind, the liberty of the citizen was endangered, it 
‘vas but just that the prosecution should be forced 
to make out a case fitting the very letter of the 
law. He, therefore, held that the mere referene 
to the law contained on the back of the summons 
was insufficient. The specific ordinance should 
be printed at length, s0 that the intended victim 
ehoulad know exactly wherewith he was 
charged. And yet, again, the question having 
been raised, the Judge held that the wording of 
the ordinance passed by the Aldermen was suf- 
ficient to impose a penalty only when it was shown 
that the defeudants ‘“‘khad placed, or caused to 
be placed,” the obstruction complained ef. Of 
course, what aman does by another, to quote the 
famitiar legal axiom, he does for himself, but in 
such cases the ageney must be proved. Looking 
back at the many loopholes of escape, it may 
readily be seen that among the hundreds of per- 
sons summoned to the Eighth Distriot Court, there 
have been indeed few who have been fined. To 
ase the words of this Justice on a recent 
pecasion, however, tho objections to this 
form of persecution are, first, the am- 
biguity of the law, and next the uncer- 
tainty and favoritism with which it is enforced. 
Against just laws for the protection of the public 
streets, administered honestly and without dis- 
crimination of persons, there wou!d be no opposi- 
tion on the part of the storekeepers. On the con- 
trary, they would welcome such legislation. Let 
them be confronted with a law written in plain and 
unmistakable language; Jet them have the means 
of knowing by aglance at the back of the sum- 
mons, whenever they are reportea by the Police, 
exactly the offense with which they are charged, 
and let them be further assured that their neigh- 
bor, if equally guilty, will be subjected to precisely 
the kame punishment, and they will cheerfully 
obey such regulations as our City Fathers, weighed 
down with a sense of the public interest, may pass. 
Such a régime, however, would be rather a con- 
trast to the one now in vogue,

JUDGE WESTBROOK’'S OPINION.

ADVERSE TO THE NEW-YORK HLEVATED 
RAILWAY COMPANY—A PERPLEXITY OF 
SUITS. 


Judge T. R. Westbrook came down from 


Kingston yesterday, and delivered an opinion to 
the effect that the New-York Elevated Railway 
Company cannot s¢oure the return of its property 
leased to the Manhattan Company. The opinion 
wag delivered in the presence of Receiver Dillon 
anc his counsel, Gen. Swayne, A. J. Vanderpoel, 
and R. 8. Ransom; Messrs. Bacon, Deyo, and Duer, 
of Field, Dorsheimer, Bacon & Deyo, representing 
the New-York Company; Mr. Frank R. Lawrence, 
of Lawrence & Waehner, representing the Metro- 
politan, and President Gallaway, with Alexan- 
der & Green, as counsel in the interests 
of the Manhattan. The opinion is long, beginning 
with the appointment of Messrs. Dillon and Hop- 
kins as Receivers on July 13, 1881, as the result of 
an action brought in the name of the people of the 
State of New-York to dissolve the corporation, 
charging that it was insolvent, and had been in- 
solvent for more thana year. That action has not 
yet come to trial, but is at issue by a verified an- 


swer of the defendant, which among other things 
denies the insolvency. The Receivers are tem- 
porary Receivers. They hold their posi- 
tions pending the litigation to determine 
whether or not the Manhattan Company 
shall be issolved. The only motion now 
decided or passed upon is that on behalf of the 
New-York Elevated Railway Company for the re- 
storation to it of its railroads and personal prop- 
erty, which were leased to the Manhattan Com- 
pany by a written and sealed lease dated May 20, 
1879. The opinion sets forth the terms of that 
lease in detail, discusses the tripartite agreement 
under which tne lease was taken, and holds that 
the lease has not expired by reason of the appoint- 
ment of the Receivers, nor by the bankruptcy of 
the company; that the expiration, other than by 
the lapse of time, should be one which was caused 
by the legal incapacity of the Manhattan Com- 
pany to execute the lease. Judge Westbrook 
10lds, further, that the court has no power until 
after a trial of the issue made in the suit of the 
people to deprive the Manhattan Company of its 
coe gtd by awarding its possession to the New- 

York Company. The opinion further holds that 
the lease has not become forfeited by reason of 
the non-payment of taxes, because, first, the New- 
York Company has encouraged the Manhattan 
Company in refusing to make such payments; 
and, secondly, because they refused to pay a tax 
which it is advised is an illegal tax, and the resist- 
ance to such payment in good faith according to 
law cannot work a forfeiture, its covenant being 
to pay legal and not illegai taxes. Again, the opinion 
holds, after a detailed statement, that the trans- 
actions culminating in the leases by which the en- 
tire Manhattan stock. amounting to $13,000,000, was 
transferred to the New-York Company and Metro- 
politan Company, and by them transferred to their 
stockholders, are such as to present grave ques- 
tions whether or not the New-York and Metropolitan 
Companies, who placed such Manhattan stock on 
the market and disposed of the same to innocent 
purchasers are not liable for the full value thereof, 
and asa suitis now pending in the United States 
Circuit Court against the New-York and Metropol- 
itan Companies to recover in behalf of a Manhat- 
tan stockholder the value of such stock, it would 
be unwise to surrender the property, on the 
grounds that the rental has not been paid, when 
the result of such suits may show that the New- 
York Company is in debt to the Manhattan Com- 
pany in ar amount larger than the rent which has 
accrued. The petition, lastly, is denied upon the 
ground that “it would be an unwise exercise of 
judicial discretion to grant the relief asked for on 
a motion, and the parties should be remitted to the 
pursuit of their rights by action in the ordinary 
way.” 

The order to be made in conformity with the 
opinion of Judge Westbrook denying the applica- 
tion of the New-York Company is to be submitted 
to counsel representing the various parties at in- 
terest, and will be settled on Oct. 29, at Kingston. 

When Judge Westbrook had tinished reading his 
opinion, Gen. Swayne arose and declared that he 
was convinced that the spirit of the opinion called 
for aggressive action upon the part of the Re- 
ceiyers, looking to the recovery from the New- 
York and Metropolitan Companies of $13,000,000 in 
money inreturn for the stock originally issued to 
them, without consideration, by the Manhattan. 
Gen. Swayne referred to the action brought by Ed- 
ward B. Esterbrook, which is now pending 
in the United States Court. and contend- 
ed that such an action should be one con- 
trolled wholly by the Receivers. He 
leave, on behalf of the Receivers, to institute 
such asuit. Mr. Bacon, in the interest of the New- 
York Company, and Mr. Lawrence on behalf of the 
Metropolitan, opposed the motion of Gen. Swayne. 
Judge Westbrook, however, overruled their objec- 
tions, and the leave asked was granted. 

The hearing in the matter of Esterbrook against 
the Metropolitan Company’s Directors and others, 
which was set down for yesterday morning, before 
Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, was 
postponed till next Monday, on motion of the Met- 
ropolitan’s counsel.

MARTIN KENKOWSKI CONVICTED. 


THB MURDERER OF MINA MULLER TO BE 
HANGED. 

Martin Kenkowski was convieted at 6:30 
o’clock last evening, in the Court -house, on Jersey 
City Heights, of murder in the first degree for the 
killing of Mina Mullerin the woods of Guttenburg 
on the afternoon of May 8 last. At the opening of 
the court in the morning ex-Judge-William T. 
Hoffman concluded avery ingenious plea for the 
defendant. Attorney-General John P. Stockton 
followed in the closing argument for the State. It 
was close and logical, and was marked by none of 


the beautiful figures of rhetoric which those who 
are accustomed to Mr. Stockton’s style of oratory 
had expected of him. Kenkowski was very nerv- 
ous during the whole course of Mr. Stockton’s ar- 
gument, and as the Attorney-General closed was 
no longer able to restrain himself. While Gen. 
Stockton was turning from the jury at the finish of 
his speech, Kenkowski leaped from his chair and, 
pointing a finger upward, exclaimed dramatically 
in his native tongue: 

* Gott ist alles! Gott ist recht!” 

It was said with explosive energy, and the whole 
scene, exciting as it was, lasted but an instant. 
The murderer was down in his ¢hair again before 
those who had their faces turned in another direc- 
tion could look upon him. He had said that ** God 
is great! God is just !” 

At 8:45 o’clock Judge Knapp proceeded to charge 
the jury. The only hope of the defendant in the 
case was the reasonable doubt of his guilt, and the 
Judge devoted mtch time to defining whatisa rea- 
sonable doubt in law. He madea fair presentation of 
the evidence on both sides, and, as though he had 
learned a lesson from the famous Smith-Bennett 
case in which the first verdict—of guilty—was set 
aside because he had declared a fact in the case, he 
carefully cautioned the jurors, after his review of 
each feature of the evidence, that they were alone 
the judges of the facts. 

At 4:45 o’clock the jurors were led out of the 
court-room to the little jury-room off the adjoining 
court-room to deliberate upon their verdict. It 
was apparent from the manner of all that each 
juror had reached his conclusion before leaving his 
seat, and there was no argument in the privacy of 
the jury-room at all. The first ballot is said to have 
result:d in 12 fragments of paper with the word ! 
* guilty” upon it, but the jury, out of respect for 
the gravity of the case committed to their keeping, 
allow themselves to be locked up for an hour anda 
half. At6:30the word went around through the 
throng in the court-room that the jurors had 
agreed. Judge nn: ig was called at ence and took 
his seat onthe bench. Kenkowski, who had been 
taken to the jail pending the verdict, was marched 
back to his seat in the court-room, and, as the 12 
men filed past him to their seats, he scanned their 
faces with euger interest, as though he would read 
hisdoom there. To Clerk McPhillips’s question, 
the jurors announced that they had agreedon a 
verdict. In obedience to the suggestion of his 
counsel, Kenkowski stood up. 

** Jurors,’’ directed the Clerk, “look upon the 
prisoner. Prisoner, look upon the jurors.” 

Kenkowski turned his bright black eyes upon the 
foreman, and the 12 jurors gazed upon him with an 
expression of pity upon their faces. 

* How say you,” pursued the Clerk, ‘is the de- 
fendant guiity or not guilty?” 

When the answer came—‘' Guilty of murder in 
the tirst degree’’-—Kenkowski gave a shriek and 
jumped afoot from the fioor. His face became 
ashy white. He trembled from head to foot, and, 


| swooning, he almost fell beneath the table at his 


and sank into his seat, wailing loudly. 

Kenkowski’s wife and children awaited the de- 
liverance of the jurors in the office of the jail. Ken- 
kowski was too weak-to walk, and he was half 
carried, half dragged by two officers across the 
lawn tothem. The woman and children burst | 
into tears, and the scene wasa movingone. The | 
murderer's little boy and girl entertain the warm- 
est affection for their father, and their exhibitions 
of grief were specially touching. The interview 
between them and him was ashort one, however. 
Kenkowski was led back to his cell and locked 
up. All the evening he was moaning pite- 
ously. Fears that he might make an 
attempt to cheat the law induced Sheriff 
Toffey to detail a man to watch him, and one will 
be kept on guard till the day of his execution. 
Deputy Krause was in charge of him last night. 
The day for his sentence was not fixed. There 
has been but one man hanged in Hudson County 
since it became a county 380 years ago—that was 
Mechella, who killed United States Marshal Ste- 
venson. 

After Kenkowski had got into his cell he was 
taken sick, and it was found necessary to send for 
a physician.

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SYNOD OF NEW-YORK. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE COURTS OF THE 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

The Presbyterian Synod of New-York, con- 
sisting of 5 Presbyteries and 312 ministers, and 
representing 275 churches, including those of Bos- 
ton and New-York, held its annual meeting in Har- 
lem, on Wednesday and Thursday.

Some of the Democratic Senators, with

This would be unfair and mis- 


chievous, but it would be useful as an addi- 


tion to-the stock of slanders to be used in 


the next Democratic campaign. The Sen- 
ate refused to gratify the scandal-mongers. , 


So-little ‘attention is paid to the details of 


the business of the Bureau of Supervision 


of Steam Vessels, by the general public, that 


there will be some surprise expressed when 
it is learned that the amount of fees paid so 
Jargely exceeds the cost of the service that 


there is a handsome surplus on hand. Cap- 


tains, pilots, engineers, and mates of steam- 
boats pay atax to the Government. The 


tax varies with the rank of the officer, 
but the average sum is $7 50 per man. 
This tax was levied during the war, 


when the Government was compelled to 


derive income by the direct taxation of 


every industry. - The money is now allowed 
to accumulate, and the surplus on hand 
amounts to $649,320, the excess of receipts

. The elevated railroads, whatever may be 
their value to the public, are likely to prove 
amine of wealth to the lawyers, as wellas 
the-speculators who play with their stocks. 
The litigation in which they are involved 
grows more and more complicated, and 
they may get into such a maze that 
the problem of rapid transit will have 
to be settled anew by some more effec- 
tive and less costly means. It should be 
eriough for the public to furnish liberal divi- 
dends on stock without supplying the funds 
for a perpetual series of expensive lawsuits. 
Judge WEsTBROOK has just decided that the 
New-York Company cannot at present re- 
tover its property from the control of the 
Manhattan Company. The question is still 
undecided whether the latter is in a 
condition that renders it incapable of 


meeting its -leaal obligations and calls 


for its dissolution. The Judge having inti- 
mated that the Manhattan Company may 
have a well-founded counter-claim for the 
restoration of the $13,000,000 of its own cap- 
ital stock, leave was asked and granted for 
the bringing of a suit to recover it. Mean- 
time public favor is likely soon to incline 
toward some new and better. method of 
speedy transportation, if it can be accom- 
plished under proper guarantees of honest 
management. The thing most to be de- 
sired is that competition should be intro- 
duced and permanently maintained in the 
business. Weare now getting the results 
of a monopoly. 

When Tammany Hall forgives so con- 
firmed a prodigal as Civil Justice ‘“‘Tm’”’ 
CAMPBELL, and receives him to KELLY’Ss 
friendship, it must be confessed that the 
millennium is not far off, or that Tammany is 
in a very tight place. CAMPBELL has of 
late years derided Tammany Hall and all 
therewith connected. He has spoken as dis- 
respectfully of Kziuy as McKeon ever did. 
Nevertheless, Tammany has agreed to nomi- 
nate the sagacious and wily ‘‘Trm”’ for re- 
election as Civil Justice for the Fifth Dis- 
trict. This, of course, is the result of 
a trade. The golden-tongued GRrapy 
wants to be elected State Senator 
in place of Mr. SEBACHER.

It is 
specially necessary that the ordinance in 
question should be clearly intelligible, and 
that it should be justly and vigorously en- 


forced. It should not be allowed to lapse 


into a mere instrument for a policeman’s re- 
venge. 


TRE STATE CAMPAIGN. 
Two weeks from next Tuesday the people 
of this Commonwealth will be called upon 


to elect the principal executive officers of 


the State Government, the Governor ex- 
cepted, one Judge of the Court of Appeals, 


and all the members of both branches of the 
next Legislature. At the same time they 


will have occasion to fill important local 
offices in the several counties. Itis needless 


to say that such an election is one of great 
importance to the people of this State and 
one of no small political consequence. This 
fact is, perhaps, recognized in a languid 
way, but there is apparent an unusual 


degree of indifference even for an 
‘off year.’’ There is much that might 


be accomplished for the benefit of the peo- 
ple, but it is necessary for the people them- 
selves to make some exertion to bring it 
about. There is no reason for supposing 
that the Republican Party is more affected 
with apathy and indifference than the Dem- 
ocratic, but we know that the more intelli- 


gent and high-minded class of citizens are 
less easily brought out to vote in full num- 
bers when there is no great political issue 


involved in the contest than those who can 


be reached by sordid considerations or ma- 
nipulated by leaders. The Republican Party 


suffers most from the dereliction of this 
class of citizens. 
The Republicans appear now to be per- 


fectly united in support of the State 


ticket, notwithstanding the differences that 
have disturbed them during the past year. 


There is every reason why they should 
work together for the election of their 
candidates. Having the Governor, they are 


in a certain sense responsible for the State 


Administration, and it is desirable that 
the heads of the various departments 


should work harmoniously with the chief 
Executive. The wing of the party which 
has been opposed to the extreme preten- 
sions of Mr. CoNKLING controlled the State 


Convention, and has every motive for work- 


ing with zeal for the success of the ticket. 


On the other hand, the supporters of the ex- 
Senator have no ground for complaint as to 
the manner of their defeat, which was 


simply the triumph of the majority, 
and considering the relations which Presi- 


dent ArtHurR has held to them and 


the importance of giving him the moral 
support of victory in his own State, it is to 
be expected that they will devote themselves 
with their customary zeal to securing party 


success, The political workers will no 
doubt ‘‘pull together’? in earnest, and it 
only remains for the rank and file of the 
party to come out and exhibit its full 


strength to give assurance of triumph on the 
8th of November. 


Of still greater importance than the suc- 
cess of the State ticket is the continued con- 
trol of the Legislature. First of all, that 
body should be made up, in both its 
brancbes, of men of ability and integrity. 
The Republicans were undoubtedly handi- 
capped at the beginning of the contest by 
the record which the last Legislature made 
under their control. But in the nominations 
thus far made the number of changes to 
new men is almost unprecedented, showing 
that the people in most of the districts are 
determined to be more faithfully represent- 
ed. In the nominations yet to be made still 

eater care should be taken to out forward 


candidates of the highest character, who 
will command the confidence of that class 
of voters who are wont to express their dis- 
approval by not voting. This year more de- 
pends on nominations than usual, and there 
would be no doubt of a continued Republican 
majority in the Legislature if the best avail- 
able candidates were in all cases placed be- 
fore the people. It is to be remembered that 
aside from the important questions of legis- 
lation to come up next Winter, it will un- 
doubtedly fall to the Legislature now to be 
elected to redistrict the State for Congres- 
sional representation under the new appor- 
tionment. Of the political importance of 
this process it is unnecessary to speak, 
in view of the invariable gerryman- 
dering to which the Democrats resort 
when the opportunity is offered. All Re- 
publicans should be impressed with the 
very great importance of voting for Sena- 
torsand Assemblymen, and in order that 
they may support the candidates of their 
own party without reluctance it is desirable 
that only the best men should be put for- 
ward. If the Legislature should be lost it 
will be due to weak nominations rather than 
a lack of party strength. 

Local elections are those which come 
most closely home to the voters, and they 
are by nomeans the least important, but 
they are those in which political considera- 
tions have the least weight. Unfortunately, 
in this City local nominations have a pecu- 
liar political significance, owing to the char- 


acter of the organizations by which they are 
made. These organizations are, to a cer- 
tain extent, independent of the national 


political parties, and to a still greater extent 
they are independent of the mass of voters 


belonging to these parties in the City. 
They have a political quality of their own, 
and the candidates they put forward are apt 
to relish pretty strongly of that quality. 


There is always a choice between them, 


aside from the personal character of candi- 


dates, but the citizens are largely free from 
any feeling of party allegiance to one or an- 
other of them. It is well that there should 


be a good deal of independence of choice be- 


tween candidates for City offices, and nomina- 


tions independent of all the local parties and 
factions are often desirable in order to se- 
cure the best results. But this ought in no 
wise to affect the action of citizens the re- 


sults of which are to be felt in the wider 


political field of the State. But the chief 


danger to the Republican Party is likely to 
come from lack of interest and the disin- 
clination of many voters to take any part in 
the canvass. It has an excellent prospect 


for carrying the election if the voters will 


realize its actual importance and make the 


very slight exertion necessary for the per- 
formance of their political duties.

LAWYERS ON ‘‘ INABILITY.” 


The current number of the North Amer- 


tean Review opens with a symposium on 
‘Presidential Inability,’’ in which four em- 
inent lawyers take part, two of whom have 
won their distinction at the Bar and in poli- 
tics, while the other two are among the 


best known of our legal writers and in- 


structors. The question has by no means 


the immediate interest that attached to it 
a few weeks ago, but it has lost none of its 
importance. The exigency which then 
forced it upon public attention is one that 


may occur again, and if there is any lack of 


provision against such exigencies something 


should be done to supply it before another 
arises. The first question to be decided is 
whether there is any lack of constitutional 
or legal provision in the case. If it 


exists, it is desirable to Know how it is to 


be met. One would suppose that a promi- 


nent constitutional lawyer, who has also 
figured as a practical statesman, like Lyman 
TRUMBULL, of Illinois; a successful prac- 
ticing lawyer and more or less brilliant pol- 
itician like B. F. Burier, of Massachu- 
setts; an eminent jurist and expounder of 


constitutional principles like Judge Coougr, 
of the Michigan University, and the head of 
one of the leading law schools of the 
country, like THuropore W. Dwieur, 
of this City, would be able to throw so much 


light on the subject that there would be no 
further doubt about it. But any one who 


gives their contributions a careful reading 


will probably find himself in greater per- 
plexity than ever, from the fact that the 
conclusions of these eminent authorities are 


about as wide apart as It is possible for four 
opinions on the subject to be. 


Mr. TRUMBULL does not regard the Tyler 
precedent as having any weight in settling 
constitutional principles. Mr. TyLeR took 


the position himself, when Gen. HARRISON 


died, that he became President, and Con- 


gress did not see fit to contest the point, 


which had a theoretical importance only, 
and simply concluded to address him as the 
President. and not as the Vice-President 


acting as President. Mr. TrRomMBULL does 


not think it was the intention of 
the Constitution that the Vice-Presi- 


dent should ever become President, 
but that he should exercise the functions of 
the office whenever it was necessary, wheth- 
er it was death, removal, resignation, or ina- 


bility that produced the necessity. Hence, 


if inability were the cause, the intent must 
be that he should act only while it lasted. 
It is Mr. TRUMBULL’sS opinion that there is 
no tribunal and none was intended to de- 
cide when inability exists. Congress cannot 
do it or provide for doing it, The inability 
must be of such a nature that, like death or 
removal or resignation, its existence is noto- 
rious and known of all men, and there must 
be the unquestionable exigency for Execu- 
tive action which would make it patent to 


all that the Vice-President should come for- 
ward and ‘‘act as President.”’ 


Judge Cooury reaches an entirely differ- 
ent conclusion. He argues that no mere 
temporary or uncertain disability of the 
President should be regarded as an occasion 
for the devolution of his functions upon the 
Vice-President. It should be of such a 
nature and continuance as to cause incon- 
venience in the conduct of public affairs and 
make it really necessary for the substitute 
to act. But some tribunal must decide 
when such an exigency exists. In Judge 
Coo.xy’s opinion, Congress is the only tri- 
bunal that can authoritatively or properly 
decide, and it should act only when the case 
comes up, for no general provision can be 
made in advance to meet the requirements 
of all cases.

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Consequently, he also would’ 


proper action whenever the necessity arises 
in a particular case. 

Gen. BuTLER holds that it is the immedi- 
ate duty of the Vice-President to discharge 
the duties of the Executive office whenever 
there is a necessity for their performance 
and the President himself is unable to do 
so. The Vice-President does not become 
President, and can only act while the in- 
ability exists, but of its existence and the 
occasion for his action he is the sole judge. 
Mr. BuTLER argues that the question is 
one that neither the President himself, 
nor his Cabinet, nor Congress, nor the Su- 
preme Court can decide. He undertakes to 
show that none of these would have au- 
thority or could properly be invested with 
authority to act, while it would be the plain 
duty of the Vice-President himself. He 
thinks there would be no danger in this, in- 
asrnuch as the Vice-President would in no 
case become the President, or perform any 
executive act when the President was him- 
self able to do so. There would be ho 
temptation and no power to usurp the office 
or any of its functions. 

Prof. Dwiant’s article is a more labored 
argument, full of references to precedents 
and the technicalities of legal discussion. 
He concludes that inability in the constitu- 
tional sense must be a clearly ascertainabie 
mental incapacity. Its existence must be 
proved on competent evidence and by a 
legitimate tribunal. Congress has full pow- 


er to provide for its ascertainment by 
judicial process, and may do so by fixing a 


rule in a particular case in which the exist-- 


ence of inability is claimed, or by establish- 
ing general rules. The inability being 


proved, the office devolves upon the Vice- 


President, who becomes President for the 
remainder of the term, the President being 
as completely set aside by this as by any 
other ‘‘ constitutional disability. ”’ 

Here, then, we have four different opin- 


ions. First, no authority can decide when 


inability exists. It must be a matter of com- 


mon knowledge, and the absolute necessity 
for executive action which the President is 
unable to take must summon the Vice-Presi- 


dent to act. Again, some tribunal must de- 


cide, and Congress is the proper one, acting 


upon each case as it arises. Thirdly, the 
Vice-President himself must decide. No- 
body else has the authority or the right. 
With him it isa duty imposed by the Con- 


stitution. These three authorities agree in 


saying that inability may be temporary, and 
that the Vice-President acts only while it 
lasts. Finally, inability must be ascertained 
by judicial process provided for by Con- 
gress, and when it is proved it displaces the 


President from office entirely and installs the 


Vice-President as his successor for the rest 
of the term. If legal authorities disagree to 
this extent there is little chance for any set- 
tlement of the question until it is forced by 


an exigency from which there is no escape.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSH AND THE TAR- 
IFF. 

Itis not strange that those interested in our 

more highly protected manufactures should 


find fault with the administration of the 


Custom-house. That very difficult branch 


of the governmental organization is in- 
trusted with the enforcement—or the prin- 
cipal portion of the enforcement—of laws of 
the most complicated, and often of the most 
contradictory, character. A prominent 


silk manufacturer, in an interview re- 


cently published by us, made ~ the 
statement that the duties on foreign silks 
were generally evaded to the extent of more 
than one-half. ‘‘ We have,’’ he said, ‘‘a 
protective tariff on foreign imported silks of 


60 per cent.; but the foreign manufacturers 


are in the habit of invoicing their goods 
down so low that the actual duty paid by 
them has not averaged more than 25 or 30 
per cent.’’ He added: ‘‘It is doubtful 
whether any correct invoice of the number 


of yards in a case of imported silk was ever 
rendered in the New-York Custom-house. 
A Custom-house officer seldom, if ever, 
measures a piece of silk.”’ 

These statements are very much exagger- 
ated. We do not doubt that they were 
made in good faith, and they reflect the 


opinion of avery large number of American 
manufacturers, but the laxity of adminis- 


tration at the New-York Custom-house was 
never so bad as it is here represented, and 
for some time past there is no doubt that 


business there has been done as well as the 


nature of the Jaws and the general character 


of the civil service would allow. The latter, 


moreover, has been very much improved, 
as has been testified by the Chamber 
of Commerce of this City, under 


the reform as to appointments and 


promotions. But there are undoubtedly, 
some very serious difficulties in a thorough 
and accurate enforcement of our Customs 


laws, because, in the first place, they offer, 
by their exorbitant duties, a very strong 


temptation to every form of evasion, and be- 


cause, in the second place, their provisions 
are clumsy, confused, and impracticable. 


It is not true that the average assessed value 
of imported silks is less than half of their 
real value, but it is true that if the duty had 
been only half as high as it is, the duty 


would have been much more easily collected. 


That there has been a certain degree of 


evasion is probable, for it is not in human 
nature that importers should not seek 
by every means, and often unscrupulously, 
to free themselves from what they naturally 


regard as unfair burdens on their business, 


It was found at the time when excise taxes 


were very high on certain branches of 
American manufactures that these taxes 
were not only difficult but impossible of 
collection, On a still larger scale, there 


were extensive and ingenious efforts, essen- 
tially illegal and dishonest, to avoid the pay- 
ment of the income tax. The disposition 
to escape taxation is not a peculiarity of 
foreigners sending goods to this country. 
It is a general tendency of men engaged in 
business in every country and at all times, a 
tendency with which wise legislators have 
always anxiously made their account, but 
which our over-confident tariff-makers have 
thought it prudent to almost wholly ignore. 

There is a natural desire on the part of the 
protected manufacturers to correct the evils 
of which, with some justice, they complain 
by a resort to specific instead of ad valorem 
duties; that is, to rates fixed by weight, 
measure, or number instead of price. And 
this has much to recommend it. A single 
specific duty on all grades of each class of 
goods would be very simple as to calculation, 
easy to collect, and almost impossible to

evade, and the duty would be proportion- 
ately simple according as the number of 
grades or classes was kept low. But there 
are very great obstacles in collecting the 
enormous number of high duties now 
levied by our Customs laws in the form of 
specific rates. The more nearly the specific 
rate is made uniform, and consequently the 
more readily it is assessed and collected, the 
greater the real inequality in the proportion- 
ate tax borne by various kinds of goods. A 
uniform tax might be 75 per cent. on the 
cheaper goods and only 25 per cent. on the 
more costly, and this intolerable discrimina- 
tion could only be avoided by some classifi- 
cation nearly corresponding to differences 
in cost. But the nearer the classifica- 
tion corresponds to these differences 
the more complex it becomes and the more 
difficult it isto avoid fraud. The history of 
the sugar duties isa case in point. These 
are specific and levied under an apparently 
simple and easy classification. But on the 
one hand the Treasury has long maintained 
that evasions have been very great, and on 
the other hand importers have, for as long, 
held that the Government had persistently 
erred in its assessments. Millions of dollars 
have thus been thrown into litigation, and a 
great industry has been demoralized, while 
certain important branches of it have well- 
nigh been destroyed. 

The radical difficulty with our tariff, not 
only as & revenue measure, but even asa 


protective measure, is that it attempts too 


much. As far as revenue is concerned, this 
has been to a considerable extent remedied 
in the Custom-house in this City by the 
rigid business methods adopted within the 


last three years, but it cannot be wholly 


remedied. As concerns protection, a com- 
plex and extravagant tariff, such as ours 
now is, not only encourages smuggling and 
evasions, which are a modified form of 


smuggling, but it gives a factitious stimulus 


to the home trade which often, in the end, 
stunts it. The silk manufacturer whom 
we have already cited testifies that a 
duty of 30 per cent., honestly collected, 


‘would give all the protection needed, for 
after stating that that, on the average, is all 


that has been collected, he adds: ‘‘ But we 


have shown that a good quality of American 
ssilks can be made, and we have successfully 
‘competed with the foreign makers, even 


‘though we have in no sense enjoyed the pro- 


‘tection that the law gives us.” And it is 


‘unquestionably quite as much to the in- 
.genuity, energy, and business capacity of 
,American manufacturers that they have so 
‘far succeeded as to the protection they have 


‘received. Their further success depends 


much more on these qualities than on a 
change from ad valorem to specific duties. 


THE TOBACCO STRIKE. 
The labor troubles which have all but 
shaken the Commonwealth of New-Jersey 


and the Lorillard tobacco factory to their re- 


spective centres may well fill the thoughtful 
patriot with alarm and cause him to lose 
all hope as to the future ‘of our country. 
The original cause of the strike of the four 


hundred girls lately employed in the Loril- 


lard factory was the removal of ‘‘ Harry” 
and the appointment of one Qutnp- 
LAss, whom the girls disdainfully refuse to 
call by his first name, as foreman in 
‘*Harry’s”’ place. As soon as this atro- 


cious blow at the rights of female labor was 


struck, the girls marched out of the factory 
and refused to work until ‘‘Harry’’ should 
be restored to them. Of the precise reason 
for this devoted loyalty to ‘‘ Harry’’ 
the public as yet knows nothing. 


Probably he had a sympathetic soul, and 


infused into the prosaic business of tobacco 


‘‘ stripping”’ a degree of romance and poetry 
which pleased the girls. Perhaps he wasa 
handsome young man, whose “ perfectly 
splendid”’ eyes lit up the dull factory room, 
and whose ‘‘ awfully lovely hair’? won the 
admiration of his subordinates. However 
this may be, itis very certain that the re- 
moval of Harry and the appointment of 
the presumably ‘‘ horrid mean QuINDLASS’’ 
was regarded by all the girls as a brutal out- 
rage, to which they were firmly determined 
never to submit. 


Alarming as the strike of four hundred 
determined girls necessarily was, the gravity 
of the situation greatly increased after the 
first day of thestrike. Led by a determined 
girlnamed NELLIE, who is probably a mem- 


ber of the International, and very likely a 


secret agent of the Nihilists, the girls added 


to their original demand in regard to HArry 
a demand for an increase of pay and for the 
abolition of the revolting system of fining 
girls who are guilty of breaking the rules of 


the factory. Were these demands supported 


merely by a determined but quiet refusal to 


work, no immediate cause for alarm would 
be felt, but the strikers who have daily con- 
gregateed at the gate of the factory openly 
announced that they would use force to pre- 


vent any other girls from taking their 


places. In other words, they threatened 
riot, insurrection, and civil war, and had 
they once begun to put in force their 
threats, scenes of horror of the most fright- 
ful character would have been enacted. 


With a degree of caution hardly to be 


looked for in girls, the strikers abstained 
from informing the public of the precise 
way in which they intended to crugh the 
wretched girls who might attempt to work 
under the rule of the hated Qurnpuass. It 


it true that one of the strikers has said that 


she and her associates intended to ‘* pull the 


hair’’ and to ‘‘scratch out the eyes’’ of the 
threatened but hypothetical intruders, 
though, of course, other and more effective 
measures would have been taken. Pulling 


hair is an act of violence the mere 


contemplation of which causes one’s 
blood to run cold, and scratching out eyes, 
whether male or female, is an unpleasant 
process, but no one will believe that an 
army of infuriated girls, rendered desperate 
by the loss of Harry, would have restricted 
themselves to. hair-pulling and eye-scratch- 
ing. It was rumored that the strikers 
had provided themselves with a supply of 
large and ferocious mice, and that whenever a 
non-striking girl should attempt to enter the 
factory a mouse would have been let loose in 
her neighborhood. Horrible as this method 
of attack must seem to every right-minded 
man and woman, it would probably have 
been practiced in the ouce law-abiding State 
of New-Jersey within the next week, and 
with consequences which cannot even be 
thought out without a shudder, had not cir- 
cumstances intervened to render the strike 


abortive. There has also been a large 
and universal demand for scissors in 
Jersey City. It is thought by the best- 
informed detectives that these scissors have 
been bought by the strikers, with the de- 
liberate purpose of using them for cutting 
the corset-strings of non-strikers. If this 
crime had been perpetrated with impunity, 
there might as well have been an abandon- 
ment of all pretense that law and order exist 
in New-Jersey. Asis well known, the conse- 
quences of cutting corset-strings are in 
nearly all cases fatal, if not worse, and the 
Nihilists of Russia might well shrink from 
such a spectacle as would have been af- 
forded were this felonious use of scissors 
made in open daylight and in crowded 
streets.

AMUSEMENTS. 


ITALIAN OPERA. 


Mr. Mapleson is entitled to praise for giving 
to the public last night at the Academy of 
Music one of the most complete and enioyable 
performances of *“‘ Mignon”’ that has ever been pre- 
sented in New-York. It had evidently been care- 
fnlly rehearsed and was sung throughout with 
more than usual finish. The success of 


the performance and thé marked appreciation 


with which it was received was the more credit- 
able to the company when it is considered that the 
three principal feminine rdles were assumed 
by débutantes. The inclination to be coldly 
critical and the quiet reception of each of 
these three ladies indicated that they would 
be judged on their merits. That the performance 
should have proved a pronounced success in the 
face of such obstacles must have been as gratify- 
ing alike to the artists and the manager as it was 
a pleasing surprise to the audience. The principal 


interest, of course, centred in the Mignon of Mile. 
Ferni and the Guglielmo of Signor Campanini. 


The latter was never heard to better advantage. 


Despite his late injury, from which he has 


not yet recovered, he gave a graceful and elegant 
representation, and never sang with more tender- 
ness ard manly expression. The ** Addio Mignon” 
in the second act wasa perfect example of his skill 
in the art of using the voice, and, indeed, through- 
out the opera the great tenor acted and sang 


with the consummate ability that has made 


him so famous. Mile. Ferni, as Mignon, was per: 
haps somewhat disappointing at the first, 
after what has been written and said of her. But 
it was a short time only betore the audience began 
to recognize her merits. These merits may be 
summed up in the one expression, that she is an 


artist. As an actress she is self-contained, and 


does not seek to win applause, which she 
might receive from the unthinking by over- 
acting, as, for instance, in the second act, which 
some singers have reduced to tne level of opera 
bouffe. As asinger Mlle. Ferni deserves praise for 
the skillful manner in which she mamages a 
voice of no phenomenal character or power. 


Her vocal training has evidextly been in 


the best schools, however, and barring 


an occasional faulty transition from the 


upper to the lower register, she sings with excellent 
taste and refinement, and knows how to make the 
most of her vocal resources. She adapted herself 
to the situation of tenderness or dramatic fervor 


with equal skill and steadily improved as she 
progressed in the opera, Mille. Ferni is 


without question the best Mignon that 


has been heard in this City since Mme. 
Christine Nileson first appeared in the character. 
Miss Emma Juch probably did not do herself full 
justice in the réle of Filina. Her voice hardly 
seemed sufficiently powerful, but she delivered the 


diflicult and brilliant music of the part with 
faultless accuracy, and gave the polonaise in the 
third act as only an accomplished singer 
could, and was deservedly applauded. Mlle. 
Lauri, who, it appears, has sungin New-York in 
concerts before changing her name, made a very 
acceptable Federico, and was encored for her 
charming singing of ‘the cavatina allotted to that 
character in the second act. It goes without say- 
ing that Signor Del Puente was entirely satisfac- 
tory as Lotario, and Signor Corsini’s Antonio was 
an excellent piece of character singing. The chorus 
for the first time this season was equal to tne occa- 
sion, and Signor Arditi had them and the orches- 
tra under perfect control. 

Mme. Cavalazzi added to the attraction of the 
opera by her graceful dancing. The performance 
was, however, the most complete of the three that 
Mr. Mapleson has given us, and is an encourag- 
ing sign of what is to be expected 
later in the season. The impresario is cer- 
tainly to be credited with having introduced 
a prima donna of ability to the New-York public, 
and if her subsequent representations are equal to 
her Mignon she will undoubtedly become a 
favorite.

THE POWER OF ELECTRICITY. 


(From the Parisian, Oct. 6.) 
At the Electrical Exhibition last week @ 


gentleman was nearly killed by a Brush dynamo 
electric machine. Part of the conducting wire was 
not insulated, and was lying on the floor. He 


touched the stand of a lamp which formed part of 


the conducting system. His body then formed q 


connection through the ground to the naked wire, 


and contracted his muscles so as to cause his hand 
to clench the lamp. Ten lamps were in circuit at 
the time. and so much current was passed through 
him that eight of them were extinguished. Ha 
was powerless to unclasp his hand. Every muscle 
in bis body was paralyzed. His face was distorted’ 
his lungs were so acted upon that he could scarcely 
breathe. He could only utter a faint and un- 
natural ery. The werkmen in the place fled from 
the werkshop, believing that some explosion was 
about to happen. A friend came up and tried 
to unloek his hand. It was impossible. He 
then lifted his legs from the ground. This broke 
the circuit and his hands were released, while burn- 
ing sparks flew to his hanas in the action of break- 
ing the circuit. He was insensible, but has since 


then greatly recovered, aad has devised an im- 


provement on the lamp which will prevent a recur- 
rence of such ar accident. The fires that so fre- 
quently take place at the exhibition may all 
be traced to two causes—thin wires and contact of 
wires. When the wires are too thin they offera 
great resistance to the passage of an electric cur- 
rent, and so they become red-hot and inflame anv 
objects with which they may be in contact, one of 
the most combustible of which is the india rubbes 
or gutta-percha with which so many of these wires 
are covered. When wires come in contact and arg 
separated, sparks are formed and great heat can be 
generated.

THE FAVORITES BEA TEN IN SIX 
CONTESTS. 

LAST DAY OF THE REGULAR FALL MEETING 

—SIX EXCITING CONTESTS WHICH 8UR- 

PRISED THE POOL-SELLERS—A WALK- 


OVER BY FERIDA FOR THE BOWIE 


STAKSS. 

Ba LTimorE, Oct. 21.—To-day was the fourth 
and last day of tho regular Fall meeting cf the 
Maryland Jockey Club. The attendance was much 
larger than on any precediag day, the weather 
was fine, and the track in splendid condition. 
There were seven races, including a walk-over by 
Ferida between the second and third races forthe 
Bowie Stakes. The first race was a mile dash, the 
second the Breckenridge Stakes, followed by the 
walk-over, a handicap of one and a quarter miles, 
a handicap of one and a half miles, an extra selling 
heat race of three-quarters of a mile, and a handi- 
cap steeple-chase. There will be three days of 
racing next week by the Jockey Club, under the 
auspices of the State Agricultural Society, all the 
races for which have been filled. 

The first race was a dash of one mile for 2-year 
olds; winner of the Central] Stakes 5 pounds extra, 
purse, $300 for the first horse, and $200 for the sec- 
ond. The starters were Volusia, Vampire, Tona- 
wanda, Capias, Frankie B., Belle of the North, 
Regalia, and Gladstone. In the auction pools 
Volusia was the favorite at $100 to $60 for Vam- 
pire, $35 for Frankie B., $30 for Tonawanda, and 
$15 for the field. In the book-betting, the odds 
were two to one against Volusia, two and a half to 
one against Vampire, six to one each against 
Tonawanda and Frankie B., ten toone against 
Capias, twelve to one against Gladstone,and twenty- 
five to one each against Belle of the North and 
Regalia. After several breaks the horses were 
sent off, Volusia first, Tonawanda second, Frankie 
Bb. third, Vampire fourth, Capias fifth, Gladstone 
bixth, Belle of the North seventh, and Regalia last. 
On the turn Tonawanda went to the front and led 
a length at the quarter pole, besides which there 
were no changes, On the back stretch Tonawanda 
and Volusia changed places, but Frankie B. led 
one length at the half mile, with Volusia second, 
one length ahead.of Tonawanda, third, and 
the others close up.

In the books the 
odds were one to three against Barrett, three to 
one against Compensation, and seven to one against 
Aella. In the start Aella was first off, with Barrett 
second and Compensation third.

SEARCHING FOR LOST GOLD. 
—_—_——2_-— 

A COMPANY AT LEWES AFTER “‘ PIG-IRON’’—~ 

TREASURE UNDER WATER NEAR BY. 
Lewes, Del., Oct. 21.—The talk of sunken 
treasure-ships around the Delaware Breakwater 
has been revived again within the past few days 
by the operations of alarge and splendidiv equipped 
wrecking party from Philadelphia jand New- 
York. The schooner Mary D. Leech has been 
chartered, and divers are engaged making search 
for wrecks and raising cargoes from sunken hulks. 
None of the party is very communicative as to 
the real mission, and the only story told is that 
the expedition is aftera cargo of pig-iron froma 
vessel which sank on “the shears,’’ a shoal near 


Lewes, about 25 years ago. The outfit of the Mary 
D. Leech, consisting of electric light, fine diving 
apparatus. &, is so costly as to lead 
to the belief that the search for ig- 
iron is only a blind, and that the vessel is really en- 
gaged in a search for treasure sunk on this coast, 
about which so many stories have beentold. It is 
known that parties have frequently been here 
during the past three years looking for the exact 
spot where the sunken wealth went down, and 
some months age a similar expedition, now be- 
lieved to have been a preliminary search by the 
party mentioned above, went out upon the 
schooner new employed. 

Many and strange have been the narratives 
about the gold hid beneath the waves in the neigh- 
borhood of Cape Henlopen. Many of these exist 
only in the imagination of the old pilets here, who 
spin the yarns to wondering visitors with an eager 
zest, but at least two are known to be substantially 
true, One of these deals with the wreck of the Brit- 
ish man-of-war De Braak, which was capsized just 
off Cape Henlopen during the Revolutionary war. 
The De Braak®was coming into Lewes at the time, 
before a heavy wind, and in rounding the Cape 
with all sail set, she capsized, and her whole crew 
of over 200 souls went to the bottom withher. She 
had alarge amount of treasure on board, part of 
which had been sent from England for the assist- 
ance of the British forces, while the remainder was 
from prizes captured at sea. The exact spot where 
the De Braak sank, has never been determined, 
although searck has been made frequently of late 
years. 

Another story of sunken treasure, which is much 
more interesting than the foregoing, coneerns a 
matter of positive fact. Soon after 1780 the 
Gloire, a 32-gun frigate from France, in command 
of the Chevalier de Lambeth, was chased past the 
Capes by an English fleet. The Gloire was ac- 
companied by the Aigle, a 40-gun frigate. The 
French ships were unable to secure a pilot, and 
ran aground a short distance up the bay. The 
Englishmen were compelled to give up the 
chase temporarily, and came to anchor just 
out of gunshot to avoid a similar ex- 
perience. The Gloire bad on board a large amount 
of money for the American army, and the safety of 
this wealth gave the Chevalier de Lambeth much 
concern. The situation was a dangerous one. It 
was decided that all the officers should disembark 
at once, and that the money should be conveyed 
on shore as rapidly as possible. The vessels lay not 
a great distanee from shore. The only house for 
miles around was that of an old man named Man- 
delot. Here the commander and his leading officers 
determined to pass the night. Some members 
of the party were sent to scour the country for 

carts to transport the money, which they 
had decided to land after dark. It was 
in November, and the evening was disagreeable 
and slightly foggy. Night came on early, and as 
soon as it was dark the work of removing the 
treasure commenced. When half the money had 
been landed the English attacked the Gloire in 
boats, but were repulsed. While thev were prepar- 
ing to return to the attack with increased force, 
the money which still remained upon the frigate 
was hastily thrown overboard, and the Frenchmen 
retreated to the shore. The money thus consigned 
to the waters of the Delaware Bay amounted 
to some 1,200,000 livres, and was in gold. 
The English did not pursue the Frenchmen to the 
shore, and Lambeth, net being required to frame 
plans of immediate self-defense, set about some 
means of preserving the money that had been 
saved. The men sent for teams to transport the 
gold did not return, and, fearing to wait longer, 
the bulk of the coin was buried on old Mandelot's 
place. Mandelot was notinformed of this, but he 
knew the gold had been taken from the frigate. 
In his diary, found and read years after- 
ward by his descendants, he makes a 
note of the fact and telis how, about mid- 
night, he saw lights flashing on a certain part 
of his place and men evidently engaged in digging. 
The writer was ‘“‘sick and infirm” and did not go 
to see what was going on, and, when able to go 
about, searched forthe gold, but could not find it. 
When the digging was ended, so Mandelot stated 
in his diary, the Frenchmen were mustered and 
took upthe march for Dover. The next day the 
English men-of-war burned the frigates. No 
search has been made for the money thrown over- 
board, but the farm has been digged over 
time and again. About two years ago two French- 
men, who spoke English imperfectly, visited the 
place and made a careful examination, aided by 
certain meesurements and descriptions they had 
brought with them, whieh had come te them from 
Lambeth’s’descendants. They went away empty- 
handed, being unabie to find the place where the 
treasure was buried. 

The party upon the wrecking schooner may be 
searching either for the gold which went down in 
the De Braak or for that thrown overboard by the 
Frenchmen.

Burr, 
Eldridge Forrey, Isaac R. Worcester. The Com- 
mittee on Timeand Place reported in favor of 
holding the next session of the board at Portland, 
Me. Addresses were made to-day by the Rev. O. 
H. Gulick, the Japanese missionary; Mr. Rand, the 
Micronesian missionary; Mr. Crawford, of Illinois; 
Mr. Alfred Riggs, of the Santee mission, and Mr, 
House, of Bulgaria.

THE CHRISTIANCY DIVORCE TRIAL. 

WasSHINGTON, Oct. 21.—In the Christiancy 
divorce case to-day the cross-examination of Miss 
Mary Chamberlain, who it is alleged personated 
Mrs. Christiancy at the St. James Hotel, was con- 
tinued, and occupied the whole day. The main 
purpose of the questioning was to elicit the details 


of the witness’s life, with a view of throwing 
discredit upon her character and her testi- 
mony. She said she went from Chicago to 
New-York in April, 1877. For 10 days after 
her arrival in the last-named City she boarded at 
the Hotel Royal, corner of Fortieth-street and 
Sixth-avenue. Afterward she went to the private 
boarding-house of Mrs. Allen, or Forty-sixth-street, 
between Seventh and Eighth avenues, and subse- 
quently was employed as a seamstress in various 
families in different parts of the City. About 
10 days before she came here to testify she 
worked in a millinery and dress-making establish- 
ment on East Fourteenth-street. Upon being asked 
whether she had ever visited houses of bad repute, 
she rose from her chair, pointed her finger at Judge 
Cuppy, who asked the question, and replied indig- 
nantly, ‘‘No, Sir.’ The hackman who drove the 
supposed Mrs. Christiancy to the St. James Hotel 
with Giro was then brought in, but the witness 
could not positively identify him.

DEATH OF JUDGE SANFORD

THZ END OF A LIFE OF LABOR AND 
STUDY. 

THE CAREER OF A MAN WHO WORKED HIS 
WAY TO A POSITION OF HONOR AND 
HASTENED HIS DEATH BY CLOSE APPLI- 
CATION TO HIS PROFESSION. 

Judge Charles F. Sanford died in his resi- 
dence, No. 22 West Fifty-second-street, about 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. He had been con- 
fined to his bed for the greater part of the last two 
years, but the peculiar malady of which he has 
been the unfortunate victim since April, 1879, 
showed no symptoms of a fatal termination until 
last Saturday afternoon. At that time he began to 
show signs of physical dissolution, and his condi- 
tion rapidly grew worse until death relieved his 
sufferings. All of his limbs became paralyzed 
and his power of speech left him entirely on 
Sunday night. Since Monday he had not 
been able to make any outward sign of conscious- 
ness. The death of this unfortunate Judge wiill be 
sincerely mourned by the large circle of friends 
who remember him, prior to his mental disability, 
as a cultivated and genial gentleman and a conscl- 
entious and able Judge. Charles F. Sanford was 
born in New-Haven, Conn., March 22, 1827. From 
his boyhood he manifested those habits of industry 
and studiousness which in after life became such 
pronounced traits of character. After receiving an 
excellent preparatory education at the Hopkins 
Grammar School he entered Yale College and 
took the full course of study there. He devoted 
himself with unremitting energy to his studies and 
was graduated with very high honors. Although 
then only 20 years of age, ho stood very near the 
head of his class, and was selected by the Faculty 
to deliver one of the important orations at the 
Commencement exercises. ‘He evinced a decided 
taste for literary pursuits while in college, and de- 
veloped it to a considerable extent by taking 
an active part in all of the college pub- 
lications. After his graduation he chose the 
law as his profession, and at once applied himself 
to its study in the New-Haven Law School. After 
securing a diploma, which entitled him to practice 
in the Connecticut courts, he came to this City and 
entered the law office of Messrs. Butler & Evarts 
asastudent. His bright intellect, untiring indus- 
try, and apparent desire for knowledge at once 
won the confidence and esteem of his employers, 
who ever afterward remained his warm personal 
friends. He soon was admitted to practice at 
the Bar of this State. and with characteristic self- 
reliance and ambition he opened an ofiice of his 
own. He met with extraordinary success for 4 
young man, and in a very few years commanded a 
large practice. He applied himself assiduously, and 
it was his constant endeavor to enlarge his story of 
legal knowledge, that he might be fitted for the 
very highest class of practice. While applying him- 
self industriously to his profession he also found 
time to gratify his literary tastes, He kept pace 
with the current literature of the day, and also 
familiarized himself with most of the standard 
writers of the English language. He frequently 
put his own thoughts on paper, and was a welcome 
contributor to some of the influential newspapers 
of this City. After he had been in practice alone 
for about four vears Mr. Lewis P. Woodruff invited 
him to enter into copartnership with himself and 
sen, and the firm of Woodruff, Sanford & Wood- 
ruff enjoyed a very extensive practice. The subse- 
quent appointment of the senior Mr. Woodruff to 
the position of Circuit Judge compelled the latter 
to withdraw from the‘irm, but his place was seon 
afterward taken by Mr. E. R. Robinson. 

In the Fall of 1875 Mr. Sanford was elected Judge 
of the Superior Court of this City by a very large 
majority. His choice was one of the results of a 
determined effort onthe part of the more inde- 
pendent voters to place good men in office. Judge 
Sanfard took his seat on the Bench with a very 
deep sense of the responsibilities of the judiciary, 
and, as if doubting his own ability faithfully 
to discharge those duties, he applied himself 
more diligently than ever to study. Those who 
kaew him most intimately aver that he gave 
himself no rest when an important or compli- 
cated question came before him for adjudication. 
Being very fond of social intercourse, he was 
often known to spend the greater part of an even- 
ing in delightful companionship with his family 
and friends and afterward remain in his study 
hard at work until dayligkt, paying, ashe was wont 
to say, for his evening’s entertainment. That his 
close application to study caused the impairment 
of his reason which subsequently incapacitated 
him from serving on the Bench there can be no 
doubt. He had the reputation of trying 
a case thoroughly, no matter how intri- 
cate or protracted it might be. The most 
important case that came before him, and one 
which is thought to have had a great deal to do 
with unsettling his mind, was the suit of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Telegraph Company against the 
Western Union Telegraph Company and others. 
Some of the ablest lawyers in the country were en- 
gaged in this trial. Such men as Gen. B. F. Butler, 
ex-Judge John P. Perter. Mr. Latrebe, of Bal- 
timore; Edward N. Dickerson, Grosvenor P. 
Lowrey, and Everett P. Wheeler were among 
the counsel. The trial was exceedingly protracted 

‘and full of technical points. Questions were in- 
volved of the most complicated nature, many of 
them being of great scientific importance in teleg- 
raphy. Several experts were put on ,the witness 
stand, Edison among others, and their examination 
was conducted with remarkable thoroughness. 
To this famous case Judge Sanford gave the 
strictest attention, and devoted; his intellect 
unsparingly to the task of unraveling its knotty 
points. Although his decision, which was rendered 
about a year after the close of the case, was made 
public after the consolidation of the two com- 
panies, it bore evidence of the great care and 
ability excercised in its preparation. It was about 
this time that Judge Sanford began to show symp- 
toms of disease. Inthe hope of recuperating his 
overworked nervous system, he went tu the Hot 
Springs of Arkansas, and to New-Orleans, in Feb- 
ruary, 1878, and remained away two months. His 
condition, however, was not materially improved, 
and in the Winter of 1878-9 he went to Nassau, 
New-Providence, and staid there three months. 
When he came back to New-York it was 
evident to his friends that his mental 
faculties were impaired, but it was not 
until April, 1879, that the very serious 
nature of his ailment manifested itself. At that 
time he broke down completely, and reluctantly 
relinquished his active judicial duties. He grew 
steadily worse, until physicians who were called to 
see him expressed the opinion that he was suffer- 
ing from the incurable malady,j.softening of the 
brain. For awhile he was able to move about and 
take daily exercise inthe Park, but so rapid was 
his decline that even this privilege was soon de- 
nied him, and forthe last two years he has been 
bedridden. 

The accumulation of Swork in the court of which 
Judge Sanford was an officer rendered it desirable 
that a sucoessor should be appointed in his place 
as soon as his permanent incapacity became a set- 
tled fact. The Judge, however, was at that time 
in no condition to prepare his own resignation, 
and the Governor, under the circumstances, con- 
sidered that he had no right to dispose of the case. 
Last Winter proceedings were begun in proper 
form, according to constitutional provisions, and 
testimony was taken before a special commission 
as to Judge Sanford’s mental condition. ‘The evi- 
dence was conclusive as to his permanent disabil- 
ity. and final action would undoubtedly have been 
taken in his case had not the exciting political 
contestin the Legislature absorbed so much time 
and interest. 

Judge Sanford was a gentleman of refined in- 
stincts and superior culture. His fine personal ap- 
pearance and pleasant manner made him a favorite 
in society, where he was passionately fond of tak- 
ing his relaxation. Ile was generous to a fault, 
and his private benefactions were even more nu- 
merous than his means could well afford. He was 
at one time a member of both the Manhattar and 
Union Clubs, and was an attandant at Grace 
Church. His widow survives him, and he leaves 
two children, Charles P. Sanford, aged 26, and 
Mary R. Saniord, aged 22. His older brother, Mr. 
James H. Sanford, is a resident of this City. 
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FOREIGN TRADE MATTERS. 


FEATURES OF THE LEADING ENGLISH MAR- 
KETS DURING THE WEEK. 

Lonpon, Oct. 21.—The Manchester Guar- 
dian, in its commercial article, says: ‘* The market 
is quiet and steady, although there is not a large 
business doing. Priees are unchanged in most de- 
partments. Calcutta telegrams do not indi- 
cate any improvement, but there are continued 
orders for Bombay and China goods. There is 


little demand for yarns, but there is a small and 
steady busimess in other directions at previous 
prices.”’ 

In Mincing-lane the leading markets are little 
changed and remain unsettled. The improved 
trade reports from various parts of the kingdom 
do not stimulate the demand for imported prod- 
uce here. Although most coffees are lower 
than for 10 years, the market is quiet and transac- 
tions limited. The result of the Dutch sale yester- 
day was better than expected. Prices were irreg- 
ular and not in all cases quite up tothe valua- 
tions. Good ordinary Java brought about 35 cents. 
Rice continues quiet in view of the overwhelming 
supplies that are here and to arrive. In sugar 
there is no new feature. Good refining West 
India is firm, but other kinds are dull. Beet- 
sugar is slow of sale. There is a_ steady 
demand for refined French loaves for de- 
livery, which are 6d. per hundred-weight dearer. 
China tea is unaltered. Exceptinafew instances 
at public sale business was inactive. Very large 
supplies of Indian were sold at auction with a 
good spirit. and last week’s quotations were gen- 
erally maintained; Medium Pekoes were easier. 
Zanzibar cloves were firm. Tne deliveries have 
greatly increased this year. There have been a 
iow sales ot black and white pepper at former 
prices. 


LIVERPOOL, Oct.21.—A leading grain circular 
says: ‘Grain continues quiet. <A limited business 
was done at unchanged rates. Cargoes off coast 
were firm, with a limited inquiry- For arrival they 
were neglected. On the spot since Tuesday there was 
a retail business in wheat at unchanged prices. Corn 
was dull and lower for all positions. At to-day’s 
market there was the usual attendance and the 
tone was quiet. Wheat was in fatr request, but in- 
ferior qualitiss were reduced 1d. Fiour was slow 
of sale. Winter was rather easier; other grades 
were unchanged. Corn was in good supply, but 
neglected, and prices receded silghtly.” 

The week’s circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
Brokers’ Association says: ‘* Cotton continues in 
good demand. The supply was abundant. and al- 
though the marker was firm, guotations in some 
instances slightly declined. Americas was in large 
demand, but was very freely offered, and prices

THE TROUTMAN MURDGR TRIAL. 


_—- ———— 

FRANK ROMBERGER, HENRY’S ACCOMPLICE, 

CONVICTED OF MURDER IN THE FIRST 
DEGREE. 

HARRISBURG, Oct. 21.—The trial of Frank 
Romberger, the accomplice of Henry Romberger 
in the murder of Daniel Troutman, in the upper 
end ef Dauphin County, in November, 1880, re- 
sulted, as did that of Henry, in a verdict of murder 


in the first degree. The jury consumed only about 
three hours in considering the evidence, and 
reached a conclusion a little before 7 o’clock this 
evening. The friends of the two unfortunate men 
hung their hopes on the slender chances of 
a probable doubt in the minds of the jury 
as to whether the homicide was _ actually 
done in the commission of a burglary, 
they claiming that the latter enterprise had been 
abandoned before the fatal exchange of shots took 
place, The prosecution put the first convicted, 
Henry, on the stand yesterday, to testify against 
Frank, and the defense made the most of a portion 
of his testimony, in which he said they had at no 
time entertained a thought of killing Troutman; 
that they could have easily done so while the old 
man was asleep when they first entered the house. 
This was relied upon to create the impression that 
the crime was not premeditated. He also 
said that when Mrs. Troutman came out 
of tke house after her husband had been shet, he 
said to Frank: “There goes the old woman to 
alarm the neighbors; we had better clear out.” 
Mrs. Troutman, in her testimony, said that Heury, 
when she appearcd outside the house, said: ‘‘ There 
goes the old woman; we must go afterher.’’ The 
prosecution held that this expression indicated 
that the men had not, even at that time, aban- 
doned the idea of getting possession of the money, 
to steal which was their errand at the place. The 
counsel for the prixoners did their utmost. The 
court dealt justly with the priseners, and there is 
_ probability that a third trial will be grauted 
them. 

It was reported to-day thata party of sympa- 
thizers with the unfortunate men were raising a 
fund to take the case to the Supreme Court, with a 
view to secure such action as will reduce the grade 
of the crime to murder in the second degree. This 
report has pot been verified, and asthe prisoners 
and their friends are poor, and as there is no room 
for doubt asto their guilt, the chances are that 
further efforts in their behalf will be confined to 
the Pardon Board with a view to secure a ¢ommu- 
tation of sentence to life imprisonment. A sad 
circumstance connected with the case is that 
Frank, the younger and brighter of the convicted 
men, has a wife and child, the latter having been 
bora since its father was arrested for the murder. 


MR. FRANCIS’S DISAPPEARANCE. 
WELLS, FARGO & CO.’S TREASURER MISSING, 
BUT SUBSEQUENTLY HEARD FROM. 


The Police authorities were notified yester- 
day afternoon that Mr. Henry M. Francis, Treas- 
urer of the express and banking firm of Wells, Fargo 


& Co., had disappeared from his home, No. 360 
Gates-avenue, Brooklyn, on Wednesday, and 
nothing was known of his whereabouts. 
At the request of his family the mat- 
ter was kept very quiet, but the fact that Mr. 
Francis was missing leaked out later in the day. 
When a Times reporter rang the door-bell at Mr. 
Francis’s house last evening, a gentleman ran 
hurriedly out of the basement door, announced 
that he was an intimate friend of the family, 
and that the reporter could not be ad- 
mitted. He said that Mr. Francis was miss- 
ing, and that Mrs. Francis was _prostrated 
with grief. Not another word of informa- 
tion of any kind could be obtained. Mr. 
H. P. Parsons is the manager of Wells, 
Fargo & Company’s office in this City, 
and lives at No. 103 Gates-avenue, Brooklyn. 
When the reporter rang the door-bell 
of Mr. Parsons’s house at midnight last 
night Mr. Parsons got out of bed, put 
his head out of a window and _ skhouted the 
information that “everything was allright.” Mrs. 
Francis, he added, bad just received a tele- 
gram from her husband, dated at Phila- 
deiphia, saying he had been “sick and temporarily 
insane,’’ and was on his way home.

RESULT OF 7HE REPUBLICAN SEN- 
ATORIAL CONVENTIONS. 

MR. ROBERT H. STRAHAN DECLINES A 
NOMINATION IN THE Vilith pIsTRICT— 
MR. STEPHEN V. R. COOPER NAMED IN 
THE XIth DISTRICT. 

The Republicans of the Eighth Senatorial 
District met last night in convention in the 
Bleecker Building. Fire Commissioner Cornelius 
Van Cott presided, and Charles Blackie and John 
W. Jacobus were Secretaries. On the call of the 
roll for nominations, Mr. Isaac Dayton, in a highly 
complimentary speech, nominated Robert H. Stra- 
han. Mr. George B. Deane, of the Ninth District, 
named George F. Merklee, whose nomination was 
seconded by Mr. A. J. Campbell, of the Ninth, 
and Mr. Hawes, of the Eleventh. The 
Seventh and Thirteenth Districts voted for 
Btrahan, and he received 2 votes from the 

- Eleventh and 2 from the Fifteenth District, the 


vote standing 39 for Straham and 16 for Merklee—14 
from the Ninth and 2 from the Eleventh—Straham 
was declared the candidate, and, on Mr. Jacobus’s 
motion, his nomination was made unanimous. On 
the motion of Mr. Clarence W. Meade, a commit- 
tee was appointed to notity the candidate of his 
nxomination. The committee went out, and in 
about five minutes returned with the following let- 
ter, which was read by Mr. Robert Ray Hamilton: 

No. 2830 WEsT TWENTY-SECOND-STREET, Oct. 21, 1881. 
To the Chairman and members of the Senatorial Con- 

vention of the Highth District : 

GENNLEMEN; The committee appointed by you for 
that purpose has informed me that I have been re- 
nominated for the office of Senator for the Eighth 
Senate District. While I appreciate fully the honor 
which you have conferred upon me, and return 
my warmest thanks for the sarne, beg to say 
that I cannot accept the nomination. Without an- 
bition or desire for further Legislative service, I de- 
termined some time ago not to seek a re-election. and, 
therefore, while repeating my appreciation of the 
bonor of a renomination, I reiterate my determination 
not to enter the present canvass. 

Trusting that your choice wiil fall upon a nominee 
who will represent the people of this rot i dis- 
trict to their entire satisfacuion, | am very truly yours, 

ROBERT H. STRAHAN, 

On motion of Mr. Blackie the convention ad- 
journed until Tuesday evening. It wassaid bya 
prominent Republican in the convention that there 
are plenty of good candidates im the district, ** but 
they don't suit the * bosses.’ ”’ 

A bolt from the Eleventh Senatorial District Re- 
publican Convention last evening lent interest and 
excitement to the proceedings. The convention 
was held at No. 341 West Forty-seventh-street. It 
was known that two sets of delegates would present 
themselves from the Fifteenth Assembly District, 
and a large number of spectators crowded into the 
room to see what the result would be. Ernest 
Hall, of the Twenty-fourth Assembly District, was 
made temporary Chairman, and J. Thomas Stearns, 
of the Twenty-fourth, and George T. Baker, of the 
Seventeenth, were made temporary Necretaries. 
When the roll of delegates was called Robert 
Montgomery, of the Fifteenth Assembly 
District, entered a protest against’ the 
sitting, or Siskind, delegation, and presented the 
names of the contestants, or Hollister delegation. 
He banded to the Chairman a statement giving the 
reasons why the contestants asked for admis- 
sion. {it was alleged that the primary 
was packed by supporters of what was 
known as the Siskind ticket; that the ballot-box 
was so placed that the voter could not see whether 
his baliot was placed in it: that the original roll 
was kept out of sight under the table by the Seore- 
sary, and that repeating was indulged in. On mo- 
tion of Alderman John McClave, the sitting 
jelegation and the. contestants were ail- 
jowed 15 minutes each to state the case in. 
The contestants seleeted Mr. L. Hollister to pre- 
sent their claims. He explained how the fraud 
was perpetrated. He said that the voter was 
compelled to hand his ballot over a high 
board partition, amd that he could not see on 
the other side unless he stood on his tip- 
toes. Mr. Hollister averred that the place 
where the primary was held was filled with Sis- 
kind men through a side-entrance before the doors 
were thrown open, to admit his followers. He 
averred that over 30 persons, because they did not 
sympathize with Siskind, were refused the right 
to vote, and said that when the voting was 
concluded the pox was turned upside down on 
a pile of Siskind votes. An affidavit by 
John Fick, a  jewelry-dealer in Maiden- 
lane was read, in which the deponent stated that 
he stood on achair and watched the operations. 
He saw Michael Mahoney, J. E. Goff, and Charles 8. 
Smith vote the Siskind ticket twice under the same 
name, and that his objections were of no avail. A 
letter addressed to the Chairman from Alexander 
Girvan, of No. 420 West Thirty-fifth-street, was 
read, and stated that the writer was a Siskind 
delegate, but could not act on account of the 
frauds practiced. Dr. J. Goodman, one of the reg- 
alar delegates and Chairman of the Board of In- 
spectors which sat at the primary, replied to Mr. 
Hollister. He denied the allegations, and said that 
the primary was perfectly fair in every respect. 
On motion of Alderman McClave, it was resolved to, 
admit both delegations and give each halfa vote. It 
was thought that this would end the controversy, 
but Mr. Hollister declared that his delegation 
could not accept those terms. He thanked the 
convention and said that, smarting under the 
wrongs inflicted, his delegation would withdraw 
If it could not have a full vote. 

“The whole or nothing” shouted some one. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Hollister, ‘ the whele or nothing. 
Ata meeting of prominent men last evening we 
were instructed to stand up for our rights.” With 
these parting werds Mr. Hollister took his papers, 
and, with his delegation, withdrew. 

The temporary organization was made perma- 
nent, and Alderman McClave presented the name 
of Stephen V. R. Cooper as the nominee of tne 
convention, and said the gentleman had al- 
ways been known as an active worker 
In gthe ranks of the kKepublican Party. 
The Hon. George H. Forster, the present incum- 
bent of the office, seconded the nomination, and 
said Mr. Cooper would make a capable representa- 
tive. No other names were offered, and on mo- 
tion of Alderman McClave the nomination was 
made uranimous. A committee was appointed to 
wait upon Mr. Cooper and inform him of his nomi- 
nation, after which the conventior adjourned. 

Mr. Cooper was born in the town of Conquest, 
Cayuga County, N, Y., 55 years ago, and spent his 
early years on his father’s farm. At the 
age of 17 he entered the Union Academy, 
et Red Creek, Wayne County. Next he 

ursued a course of study at the Cayuga 

ake Academy, at Aurora, Wayne County, 
mand in 1850 graduated from Union College, at Sche- 
inectady. He was admitted to the Bar in 1851, 
and practiced law in Cato, Cayuga County, 
and Auburn until 1857, whea be came to 

New-York, where he has since _ resided, 
While at Cato he was elected Jnstice of 
the Peace and Town School Commissioner. In the 
Fall of 1872 he was nominated by the Committee of 
everty and the Republicans for Alderman at 

arge in this City, and served for two years in that 
‘office. Mr. Cooperis a member of the law firm of 
Cooper & Bach, at No. 177 Broadway. Hereturned 
from Albany last evening, and did not knew of his 
nomination until the committee waited upon him 
at his residence and informed him. 

The Republican convention forthe Tenth Sena- 
torial District was held iastevening at Morton's 
Hall, No. 8 East Fifty-ninth-street. Ex-Alderman O. 
P, C. Billings was elected Chairman of the meeting, 
and Mr. R. O. N. Ford waa Secretary. The names

pandidates; that {t would not, however, support 
anfit nominations made by the Republican machine 


in the City of New-York, and recommended sim- 
Yar action on the part of all in dependent Repub- 


Jicans; further. that the Central Committee 
regretted that the measures proposed in the 
State Convention for the reerganization of the 


party in the City of New-Yook were defeated, 


pnd urged the State Committee to take im- 


mediate steps im that direction. Finally, 
the Certral Committee tender ed its thanks to its 
resident, the Hon. A. J. Dittenhoefer, for the 
onorable and open courve taken by him in favor 
pf reo ization amd against; the domivation of 
bhe machine, and took this cecasion of renewing 
its former pledges to him of coafidence aud sup- 
The resolutions were Umanimuusly adopted. 


and President Dittenhoefer was loudly ap- 
plauded. After a speech by Dr. Nauman, 
Mr. Dittenhoefer, in thanking the members 
for their mark of confidence, said it was 
specially gratifying to him in view of certain oc- 
currences at the State Convention. It proved that 
his friends atood by him, and whatever spiteful, 
malignant enemies said would give him no concern 
whatever. Though the resolution to reorganize 
the party inthis City was defeated through the 
cowardice and imbecility of the anti-machine Re- 
pablnass. who were largely in the majority in the 
tate Convention, the Republicans of New-York 
should earnestly and sincerely support the State 
ticket, but as to the County and local candi- 
dates, the German Republicans should vote in- 
dependently of party. If Mr. Bliss saw proper 
to use his influence against Mr. Erhardt, 
who ran for County Clerk, in favor of Mr. Gumblie- 
ton, the Democratic candidate, and did this se- 
cretly, the German Republicans surely had the 
right to oppose unfit machine candidates openly. 
This was an off year, and there was no great issue 
at stake; and if afew bosses who assumed to dic- 
tate to the party made up a County ticket to suit 
themselves, indeperdent Republicans, by voting 
against it, would not injure the party. but, 
In fact, do it a service. In the matter of the 
Street-cleaning bill the machine's representatives 
voted against it in spite of the protests of the 
citizens of New-York.

The speaker withdrew 
from the Republican Association of the district 
because he wanted to oppose the machine 
openly. On motion, the members of the Executive 
Committee were authorized to confer with the Re- 
ublican Central Club, of whieh Mr. Shook was 
-resident, and with other political organizations, 
with reference to candidates for County and City 
offices.

Campbell, whose sole purpose in life at the present 
time is to succeed in having himself re-elected Jus- 
tice of the Fifth District Civil Court, has left no 


stone unturned to secure a  nominaticn 
from ‘Tammany, an organization of which 
he was once a_ bright, particular star. 
In recent years he hag liberaily bestowed his wrath 
upon John Kelly and Tammany Hall. and hus been 
recognized as one of the most bitter foes of that 
organization. That he should now seek a nomina- 
tion at the hands cf the people he bas so furiously 
attacked up to within a few days is nota matter 
of surprise to those who understand the tactics of 
politicians who were created in Tammany Hall. 
He began his call upon Tammany this year by tak- 
ing ex-Assemblyman Grady under his father- 
ly care, and py _ instructing the ‘“golden- 
tongued orator” in the ways be should 
walk for Campbell's {nterests. The spectacle 
of Grady in the State Senate was pictured 
to the young man by the shrewd pupil of Tweed, 
and he was urged to “go to the front for Camp- 
bell.” Grady was promised that his expenses dur- 
ing his canvass for the State Senatorship from the 
Sixth District to succeed Jaeob Seebacher should 
be paid by Campbell, but before the flow of money 
should commence he was to appeal to the Big Chief 
and secure Tammany’s nomination of Campbell 
for the Civil Justiceship. Grady worked witha 
will for Campbell and himself. 

The members of the Tammany General Commit- 
tee in the Fourth, Sixth, and Twelfth Assembly Dis- 
tricts, which, with a small portion of the Fourteenth 
Assembly District, comprise the Fifth Judicial Dis- 
trict, gasped for breath when Campbell’s name was 
mentioned to them as their candidate for Civil Jus- 
tice. They declared any such arrangement mon- 
strous. Michael H. Sigerson, a young lawyer, and 
formerly an Assistant Corporation Counsel, who 
had never wavered in his fidelity to John Kelly and 
Tammany, demanded the nomination for himself. 
The delegates elected to the Judicial Convention all 
insisted that Sigerson should have the nomination, 
and they too urged Kelly not to throw the young 
man aside for Campbell, who, until recently, was 
anavowed enemy of Tammany. The Big Chief 
had listened to the proposition made by Campbell, 
through Grady, that his money and influence would 
be used to send Tammany representatives to the 
Assembly from the Fourth, Sixth, and Twelfth Dis- 
tricts, and thet he would secure the election of 
Grady to the State Senate. Campbell is reported 
to be aman of considerable wealth. He is inter- 
ested in many profitable enterprises, and it is estl- 
mated that his fortune exceeds $100,000. Noone 
in Tammany Hall attempts to deny that the organi- 
zation is poor this year, and that in the matter of 
assessments but little is to be expeeted from that 
source. Campbell's propcsition to **spend money” 
for the organization gave him aplace close to the 
hearts of the Tammany leaders. 

Conference committees between Tammany and 
Irving Hall were disturbed constantly with the 
Fifth Judicia! District troubles, and last evening 
Sigerson received his quietus in the Tammany 
Committee on Organization, and Tammany sur- 
rendered through Grady to Campbell. Sigerson 
and Grady, in the Fourteenth-street cave, tested 
the power of their lungs for two hours. Sigerson 
plainly explained the situation, and Grady thun- 
dered that the place must be given to Campbell, or 
the Irving Hall people would withdraw their can- 
didates from the Tammany County ticket and _ be- 
gin a terrible war upon Tammany in general. This 
was enough to make the hair stand 
on the heads of the members of the Com- 
mittee on Organization, and Jokn Kelly, 
as the presiding officer, trembled at the awful 
threat. It was then fully understood that the 
Irving Hall County Convention was gotten up by 
Campbell, and that his purpose was merely to 
compel Tammany to accept him as the candidate 
for Civil Justice in the Fifth District. While there 
were those in the convention who turned and 
spoke of ‘poor Mike Sigerson,” they were 
quickly called to vote upon the ques- 
tion whether the nomination should be 
given to Campbell. The result of the 
vote was, of course, in Campbell's faver, and Siger- 
son, finding that it would bein vain to longer as- 
sert his claim, tremulously informed the assem- 
blage that he would withdraw from the contest 
and would no longer be acandidate. To-night 
Campbell will receive the Irving Hall nomination, 
and on Tuesday evening next the Tammany con- 


vention will nominate him. Grady will therefore 
be acandidate against Seebacher for the Senate, 
The County Democracy talk of pitting Assembly- 
man John Henry McCarthy against Campbell for 
the Civil Justiceship, and insuch an event Campbell 
willhave all he can doto defeat McCarthy. The 
Tammany Committee on Organization, after finally 
disposing of the Campbell case, decided that the 
Irving Hall and Tammany Hall District Commit- 
tees shall attend to all other nominations in their 
districts without interference from the Committee 
on Organization,

ON THEIR WAY HOME. 
THE ESCORT TENDERED MASSACHUSETTS REP- 
RESENTATIVES BY THE SEVENTH REGI- 
MENT. 


Gov. John D. Long, of Massachusetts, ac- 
companied by his staff, representatives ef the ex- 
ecutive and legislative departments of the State, 
and his military escort, the First Corps of 
Cadets of Boston, passed through this City yester- 
day en route from Yorktown, Va., where the party 
had been participating in the centennial celebra- 
tion, to their homes, arriving here at 4 instead of 
3 o'clock, as announced, Half an hour previous 
to the time set for the arrival, the Seventh Regi- 
ment, Col. Emmons Clark, who were to do escort 


duty, arrived by special trains over the Third- 
avenue elevated road at the City Hall Park, where 
line was formed, the regiment parading 10 companies 
of 20 files front, in light marching order. The col- 
ors were shrouded in black, and each officer wore 
a bit ef crape at his sword-hilt and about his left 
arm. Immediately after formation the regiment 
marehed down Broadway and formed line.on the 
east side, the right resting on Fulton-street andthe 
left on Maiden-lane. After an hour’s delay, the 
visitors, headed by the Cadets’ fine band, marched 
up Cortlandt-street from the ferry, and were 
tendered a marching salute, forming in line 
with their guests on Broadway, the right 
resting near Chambers-street. The Sev- 
enth marched past the Cadets and the 
line was finally formed inthe following order, in 
which it proceeded on its long march up town: 
Mounted Police, Seventh Regiment Band, Seventh 
Regiment Drum Corps, Seventh Regiment, 10 com- 
panies, Col. Emmons Clarke commanding; Gov. 
song, staff, and irepresentatives of executive and 
legislative departments, in carriages: Cadet Corps 
band and drum corps, First Corps Cadets, four 
companies, 16 files front, Lieut.-Col. Thomas F. 
Edmands, commanding. Broadway was thronged 
with double its usual mass of humanity, and the 
windows in every building that offered a favorable 
position were filled with people, who applauded 
and cheered the magnificent alignments of both 
the Seventh and the visiting organization, the lat- 
ter being tendered a genuine ovation, round after 
round of applause greeting the torn and 
ragged colors they carried, which had seen service 
at the front during the war of the rebellion. 
An old officer of the Seventh remarked, ashe saw 
the solid, steady lines of his old regiment move by 
him: “ ye often seen the boys march well, but 
never as well as they doto-day. They’recovering 
themselves with glory, and I’m proud of them.” 
And to the Cadets, with their solid, steady lines, 
their showy uniforms, white coats, and light 
breeches, well set off with black knapsacks, on 
which their overcoats were rolled, too much praise 
for their soldlerly bearing and appearance cannot 
be aceorded. 

Gov. Long, his staff, and the other distinguished 
gentlemen from Massachusetts were the first to 
arrive at the armory of the Seveath Regiment, 
when Major-Gen, Shaler and staff and Brig.-Gen. 
Varian and staff,in the absence of Goy. Cornell 
and Mayor Grace, received and escorted them to 
the Board of Officers’ room. Shortly after the Sev- 
enth and the Cadets arrived, the latter enter- 
ing the armory first and forming ia column of 
divisions on the left, and the Seventh making 
a similar formation on the right of the entrance to 
the main drill hall, at the lower end of waich were 
eight long tables well loaded with the collation 
provided by Delmonico, with which ‘the boys” 
were expected to, and did, refreshthe inner man. 
From the main gallery the Massachusetts gentle- 
men and the resident military officers listened with 
evident pleasure to the interchange of cheers, and 
saw the men take their places at the enticing-look- 
ing tables, and then wert to the Board of Officers’ 
rooms, where they parteok of a collation. Each 
visitor was introduced to Col. Clark, and the 
Massachusettsand New-York representatives were 
speedily on the best of terms socially. 

After the collation, Col. Clark expressed, in a fow 
well-chosen words, the pleasure he and the officers 
and members of his regiment experienced in being 
able to receive and entertain the Chief Executive 
of Massachusetts, his staff, and their old friends of 
the First Corps of Cadets. The time when the Dutch 
burghers of New-York looked with suspicion upon 
the pushing Yankees of Massachusetts Bay has 
passed, and now nothing but the best of feeling 
prevails between the two great States, as is fre- 
quently shown by the reunions between their 
representative citizen-soldiery. In closing he said: 
“The Seventh Regiment welcomes the First 
Corps of Cadets to New-York, and trusts that 
the friendship which has so long existed between 
thetwo organizations may be perpetual.”’ In re- 
sponse, Gov. Long said that there was no occasion 
for making a formal speech, but he could not re- 
frain from expressing the obligations felt by the 
representatives of Massachusetts and by the corps 
at the kind words of welcome extended, and also 
forthe escort. Massachusetts, which is the lead- 
ing New-England State, nas joined with New-York, 
the representative and leading State of the Middle 
States, to celebrate the centennial of the vir- 
tual formation of the Union and the final de- 
feat of the English troops in the struggle 
for independence. ‘Such celebrations tend to ce- 
ment the alliance between the States. Since we 
left Massaehusetts we have received no more kind- 
ly reception than that tendered us here in New- 
York. The feeling exhibited between this trio of 
States—Massachusetts. New-York, and Virginia— 
in the matter of courtesies extended tends to ce- 
ment the good feeling existing, and to exemplify 
the motto to be placed on the Yorktown monu- 
ment, ‘One Country, One Constitution, One Des- 
tiny.’ The visits to Boston of New-York’s mili- 
tary organizations, particularly the Seventh 
and Twenty-third Regiments, have long 
be remembered with pleasure, and Massachusetts 
will be only too glad for an opportunity to return 
the courtesies now extended to the Cadets, the 
representatives of the best martial and social spirit 
of the State.’’ Lieut.-Col. Edmands, of the Cadets, 
returned thanks in behalf of his corps for the cour- 
tesies extended to his organization, and said he 
hoped the day might soon come when the Cadets 
could have the pleasure of receiving the Seventh 
Regiment in a new armory of tneir own. 

At the conclusion of his speech, Col, Clark and 
his officers escorted the visitors through the arm- 
ory and the time was passed in social intercourse 
until 9:30, when the visitors were escorted to the 
Grand Central Depot by four companies of the 
Seventh Regiment, under command of Lient.-Col. 
Smith. They left for home at 10:20 P.M.,in a 
special train.

STILL SEARCHING 1HE RUINS. 
RELICS FROM THE REMAINS OF MORRELL’S 
BURNED WAREHOUSE. 

None ef the articles found yesterday in the ruins 
of Morre}l’s warehouse, in Thirty-second-street, 
whatever their past value, could be of any prac- 
tical use to their owners now save perhaps as 
relics. A large metal shield, with figures on ‘it in 
relief, was unearthed, and some articles of old 
armor, a battle-axe, and an antique sword in an 
fron scabbard badly bent. A jar of ornamented 
china was found in almost perfect condition. Two 
small paintings in gilt frames were taken from the 
rubbish, but whatever beauty they may have pos- 
sexsed was destroyed by the action of the heat on the 
celora. The canvases were unbroken. On the side- 
walks in front of the ruins, the results of the day’s 
search, great boxes full of tattered and scorecred 
dress material attracted the attention of all who 
were permitted to approach clore enough. An 
embargo bad been laid against all, even reporters, 
as it was said their presence would interfere with 
the proper work of the men. Silk dresses, dol- 
mans, charred and fringy, here and there bits of 
satin and lace, with pieces of the linings of fur 
cloaks, were among the contents of the boxes. 
Clocks continue to appear. as well as silver forks 
and spoons. It is expected the great vaults will be 
reached by Tuesday.

BWINDLED BY CONFIDENCE MEN, 


Cornelius Proud, a young man who claims 


to be the chief reporter of the Parliamentary staff 
of the Register, a newspaper published at Adelaide, 
South Australia, at present a guest at the Clarence 
Hotel, in this City, was in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday, as complainant against 
three men whow he charged with swindling him 
by the game of “banco.” ‘The accused are said to 
belong to a gang of clever confidence men from the 
West, who are at present working at their nefari- 
ous cailing in this City. They gave their names 
and pedigrees as follows: David B. Martin, aged 
35, native of Australia,a mining broker: John 


P. Tweede, aged 30, native of Albany, broker, 
and George Wilson, aged 31, native of this City, a 


confeetioner by occupation, Mr. Proud said he 
arrived inthis City on the steamer Wyoming, of 
the Guion Line, on Wednesday, At about 7 o’elock 
on Wednesday evening. while he war strolling 
along Broadway intending’ to visit Booth’s Thea- 
tre, he was aceosted by Martin, who addressed him 
by pame ard claimed to have been a tellow-pas- 
senger with him. Proud was completely deceived 
by Martin's plausible manner and address, 
and when the latter learned that he was 


bound for the theatre he begged the pri- 
vilege ot accompanying him. Mr. Proud 
accepted his company. Instead of escorting him 
to Booth’s Theatre Martin took him toa house in 
South Fifth-avenue where he eaid he had some pic- 
tures which he had won in the State Art Union 
Lottery. They entered an office where they found 
Tweede and Wilson. A “ banco lay-out’’ and a 
dice-box were produced, and Martin, Wilson, and 
Tweede began throwing dice. Martin won several 
times, and finally induced Proud to interest himself 
in the game, the result being, as might have been 
expected, that Mr. Proud was cheated out of $50 
by the usual * banco’”’ game. When Proud found 
he had been victimized he gave information to the 
Police which resulted in the arrest of Martin, Wil- 
son, and Tweede. They were identified by their 
victim, who made a complaint of fraud against 
them. Justice Otterbourg committed them for ex-

RAPID TRANSIT UP TOWN. 
THE NEW ELEVATED RAILROAD FOR THE 
ANNEXED DISTRICT. 

The Rapid Transit Commissioners for the 
newly annexed district have completed that part 
of their labors which relates to laying out the 
route along which the elevated railway is to run, 
and in namirg the road, and this morning the sub- 
scription books for receiving subscriptions for the 
road will be opened in the Bowery National Bank, 
at No. 62 Bowery. When it was first decided to 
build the road, the speculators who had bought up 
land inthe district, drew up a plan which would 
have taken the railroad through vacant lots which 


they owned and far away from tho centre of the 
populated portion of the district. Against this the 
up-town residents raised a strong protest, and 
prominent among them was Judge James R. Angel, 
who argued before the Mayor, and sebsequently 
before the Rapid Transit Commissioners, against 
the proposed plan of the speculators and in favor 
of laying the structure along the most popu- 
lous portion of the district. The  peo- 
ple of the district won, and the route 
proposed by their representatives was adopted by 
the Commissioners, It will start from the end of 
the Second-avenue railroad, cross the Harlem 
River by a drawbridge to Lincoln-avenue, then wiil 
run along Lincoln-avenue to Third-avenue at Oue 
Hundred and Thirty-eighth-street, along Third- 
avenue to the street known as College-place, at 
Fordham, thence to the southerly bounds of the 
lands of St. John’s College. Up to this point the 
railroad will be a double track elevated one, con- 
structed substantially upon the principle of the 
Third-avenue elevated railroad as it is above the 
Bowery. From the Jands of &t. John’s College 
the railroad will be asurface one to the Bronx 
River, and here it will connect with a railroad 
from Mount Vernon, for which a company has al- 
ready been organized, and sufficient stock has been 
subscribed for its construction. Trains for this 
road will run over the Second-avenue elevated 
railroad, through to the Battery, without trans- 
ferring their passengers at any point. The Com- 
missioners at their last meeting decided that the 
name of this elevated railroad shall be the New- 
York, Fordham, and Bronx Railway. Judge Angel, 
In conversation yesterday, said that they hardly 
expect the road to do more than cover expenses 
the first year, but after that it will no doubt pay 
handsome dividends. The determination to have 
an elevated railroad in the annexea district, he 
said, stimulated the real estate market there. Val- 
ues have risen, and a large numberof dwelling- 
houses are being erected there. The entire 
length of the road will be about six 
miles, and of this, four and a half miles 
will be elevated. The estimated cost of the road, 
including the bridge across the Harlem River, is 
$1,500,000. Of this, $400,000 worth of stock is re- 
quired to be subscribed for, and 10 per cent. of the 
entire amount is required to be paid in, before the 
company can be organized. Several Wall-street men 
recently offered to buy up the entire stock of the 
road, but Mr. Henry P. De Graaf, Treasurer of the 
commission and President of the Bowery National 
Bank, refused to sell it to them, on the ground that 
it was to be a popular road, and to be subscribed 
for by the residents of the district, many of whom 
are anxious to acquire stock. Mr. De Graaf, when 
asked yesterday whether any restrictions would be 
laid on the sale of stock to prevent the road from 
falling into the hands of one man or of a few men, 
said that the law requires 25 stockholders before 
the company can be organized.

THE FONTAINE ENGING. 
TRSTING THE LOCOMOTIVE THAT IS TO MAKE 
NINETY MILES AN HOUR, 

" She’ll beat No. 10,” exclaimed a grizzly- 
bearded engineer at 3:45 yesterday afternoon as 
the Fontaine engine, which was described in Tue 
Times afew days ago, ran through the yards of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, in Jersey City. No. 10 
is the fast engine of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and has been regarded as a marvel in speed. The 
Fontaine had run to Rahway and back for a 
trial trip, and although the odd-looking pair 
of driving-wheels on top of the boiler 


were revolving slowly, the train, composed of four 
cars, whisked into the station at a lively rate. The 
engine left Jersey City at 1:10, and the run, Eu- 
gene Fontaine, the inventor, explained to a_ re- 
porter of Tue Times, was not so much for speed as 
to show the qualities of the locomotive. There 
were on board General Inspector of Motive Power 
J. McCloud, Round-heuse Foreman William Rey- 
nolds, Assistant Road Foreman R. W. Bailey, and 
Pilot George Headden, of the Pennsylvania Road; 
Charles A. Ball, Superintendent of the Groesbeck & 
Wright Locomotive Spark-arrester Company, and 
Eugene Fontaine, A. Waring, and H. C. Turnbull, 
of the Fontaine Engine Company. The conductor 
of the train was William Weist. As the engine is 
new, no effort at speed was made going out. Be- 
tween Rahway and Elizabethtown, on the return 
trip, the ground was covered at the rate of 35 miles 
an hour, It was evident to those on board that 
the speed might have been doubled without 
putting the engine to its best. One no- 
ticeable feature of the Fontaine was the 
manner in which it rounded curves, and this was 
favorably commented on by the officers of the Penn- 
sylvania Road. The train was between two others 
coming back, and this prevented Engineer Clapp 
from showing what the locomotive could do.

LORILLARDS’ FOUR HUNDRED FACTORY 


GIRLS OUT OF WORK. 
The authorities at Lorillards’ tobacco fac- 
tory in Jersey City took a decisive step yesterday 
against the 400 women strikers whose action has 


caused the firm so much annoyance lately. The 
girls have manifested no disposition to return to 


their benches, and their absence from their places 
of duty interferes with the business operations of 
the firm, and yesterday a consultation was hei!d 
among those in authority over the establish- 
ment as to the best course to pursue in the 
premises. The consultation lasted nearly two 
hours. Then it was Jearned that it had been de- 
termined to close the strippers’ department in Jer- 
sey City and have that work dorie elsewhere. The 
Lorillards have a factory in Louisvilie, Ky. A part 
of it will be fitted up at once for use by strippers, 
and the expectation is that in a few days 600 hands 


will be put to work there. The sterm-stripping 
needed to meet the demands of the workers in 


the factory in Jersey City willbe done in the de- 
partinent about to he opened, and from 40,000 to 
150,000 pounds a day of the prepared tobacco will 


be shipped. The factory people say that this method. 


of doing work will be less expensive than that 
which has been pursued heretofore, of having the 
stripping done at the works in Jersey City. Labor 

cheaper there than here, and the freignt on the 
stems will be saved. It has not been definitely 
settled yet whether the strippers’ devartmant in 


Jersey City will be closed entirely. It is ble 
that some hands may be keptat work there to 
meet a specially Reavy demand. The effect of this

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A STEAM WHALE-BOAT DRVISED. 
From the New-London (Conn.) Telegram, Oct. 20. 
Lient. Z. T. Tanner, United States Navy, 
commanding steamer Fish Hawk, connected with 
the Fish Commission, has made the plans fora 
steam whale-boat, and is developing the details 


for a handy steam craft capable of towing four or 
five ordimary whale-boats dead to windward at 
the rate of eight or ten miles an hour. Such a 
boat would be a valuable adjunct to a whale-ship, 
as she could be used for towing boats, towing back 
the keeled whales, and even could tow the ship 
herself at times. Her consumption of coal would 
not be over two pounds of coal per mile steamed, 
and she would be started with steam up from seven 
to ten minutes after her fires were lighted.
